News  of  the  Week 


Customs  and  Excise  Tariff 

A  revised  edition  of  the  Customs  and  Excise  Tariff  is  now 
on  sale  at  the  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway,  London,  W.C.2, 
price  IS.  The  lists  of  articles  chargeable  with  duty  under  the 
various  Acts  have  been  amended  up  to  August  i,  1937. 

Therapeutic  Substances  (Amendment)  Regulations 

The  Joint  Committee  set  up  under  Section  4  (i)  of  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  1925,  has  issued  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  (Amendment)  Regulations,  1937  (S.R.  &  O.,  1937, 
No.  767:  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  id.).  The  principal  change 
made  in  the  existing  Regulations  is  the  addition  of  the 
following :  — 

Part  IX 

Non-Sterile  Surgical  Ligature  and  Suture 

28. — (i)  Every  container  of  and  wrapper  enclosing  surgical 
ligature  or  suture  other  than  a  ligature  or  suture  offered  or 
intended  to  be  offered  for  sale  as  sterile  shall  bear  a  label  on 
which  are  printed  or  written  in  a  conspicuous  manner  in  in- 
delible red  ink  the  words  "  non-sterile  surgical  ligature  (suture) 
— not  to  be  used  for  operations  upon  the  human  body  unless 
efficiently  sterilised." 

(2)  Surgical  ligature  or  suture  to  which  the  provisions  of  the 
preceding  paragraph  apply  shall  not  except  for  the  purposes 
of  that  paragraph  be  deemed  to  be  added  to  the  schedule  to 
the  Act. 

There  are  certain  other  changes — e.g..  Article  10  (2)  of  the 
principal  Regulations  is  to  be  amended  by  the  omission  of  "or 
sterilised  surgical  ligature  or  suture  "  and  by  the  addition  of 

The  said  particulars  shall  be  indelibly  marked  on  the  sealed 
container  of  surgical  ligature  or  suture  or  printed  or  written 
in  indelible  ink  on  a  label  enclosed  therein."  The  general 
date  of  coming  into  force  of  these  Regulations  is  October  i. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Order 

The  First  Aid  in  Factories  Order,  1937,  dated  August  10, 

1937.    MADE   BY   the   SECRETARY   OF  StATE   UNDER  SECTION 

29  (i)  OF  THE  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1923. 
I.  I  hereby  prescribe  that  the  first-aid  boxes  or  cupboards 
required  by  Section  29  (i)  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Act,  1923,  to  be  provided  and  maintained  in  factories  shall 
comply  with  the  following  standards :  — 

A. — For  factories  employing  50  persons  or  less.- — Each  first- 
aid  box  or  cupboard  shall  contain  at  least — 

(i)  A  copy  of  the  first-aid  leaflet  (Form  923)  issued  by  the 
Factory  Department  of  the  Home  Office. 

(ii)  A  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  a  dozen)  of  small 

steriHsed  dressings  for  injured  fingers. 

(iii)  A  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  six)  of  medium 

sterilised  dressings  for  injured  hands  or  feet. 


(iv)  A   sufficient    number    (not   less   than   six)    of  large 
sterilised  dressings  for  other  injured  parts. 

(v)  A  sufficient  number  of  sterilised  burn  dressings  (small 

and  large). 

(vi)  A  sufficient  supply  of  sterilised  cotton  wool,  in  ^  oz. 
packets. 

(vii)  A  two  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  of  iodine. 

(viii)  A  bottle  of  sal  volatile,  having  the  dose  and  mode  of 

administration  indicated  on  the  label, 
(ix)  Eye   drops,    prepared    as    described   in  the  first-aid 
leaflet  (Form  923). 
Each  first-aid  box  or  cupboard  shall  be  distinctively  marked. 
If  newly  provided  after  the  date  of  this  Order  it  shall  be  marked 
plainly  "FIRST  AID." 

B. — For  factories  employing  inore  than  50  persons. — Each 
first-aid  box  or  cupboard  shall  contain  at  least — • 

(i)  A  copy  of  the  first-aid  leaflet  (Form  923)  issued  by 

the  Factory  Department  of  the  Home  Office, 
(ii)  A  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  two  dozen)  of  small 
sterilised  dressings  for  injured  fingers. 

(iii)  A  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  one  dozen)  of  medium 

size  sterilised  dressings  for  injured  hands  or  feet. 

(iv)  A  sufficient  number  (not  less  than  one  dozen)  of  large 

sterilised  dressings  for  other  injured  parts, 
(v)  A  sufficient  number  of  sterilised  burn  dressings  (small 
and  large). 

(vi)  A  sufficient  supply  of  sterilised  cotton  wool,  in  ^  oz. 

packets. 

(vii)  A  two  per  cent,  alcoholic  solution  of  iodine. 

(viii)  A  bottle  of  sal  volatile,  having  the  dose  and  mode  of 
administration  indicated  on  the  label, 
(ix)  Eye  drops,  prepared  as  described  in  the  first-aid  leaflet 
(Form  923). 

(x)  A  supply  of  suitable  splints  and  cotton  wool  or  other 
material  for  padding, 
(xi)  A  supply  of  adhesive  plaster, 
(xii)  A  tourniquet. 

(xiii)  One  dozen  roller  bandages. 

(xiv)  Half-a-dozen  triangular  bandages. 

(xv)  Safety  pins. 

Provided  that  items  (x)  to  (xv)  inclusive  need  not  be  included 
in  the  standard  first-aid  box  or  cupboard  (a)  where  there  is  a 
properly  equipped  ambulance  room,  or  (b)  if  at  least  one  box 
containing  such  items  and  placed  and  maintained  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  Section  29  of  the  Act  is  separately 
provided. 

Each  first-aid  box  or  cup- 
board shall  be  distinctively 
marked.  If  newly  provided 
after  the  date  of  this  Order 
it  shall  be  marked  plainly 
"  FIRST  AID." 
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C.  — In  the  case  of  any  factory  or  part  of  any  factory  where 
first-aid  boxes  of  a  specified  standard  are  required  to  be  kept  in 
pursuance  of  any  Regulation  or  Order  in  force  under  tlie  Factory 
and  Workshop  Acts,  the  standard  for  that  factory  or  part  of 
factory  shall  be  that  prescribed  by  such  Regulation  or  Order. 

D.  — In  all  cases,  all  materials  for  dressings  contained  in  the 
first-aid  boxes  or  cupboards  shall  be  those  designated  in,  and  of 
a  grade  or  quality  not  lower  than  the  standards  prescribed  by, 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  or  any  supplement  thereto. 

2.  This  Order  may  be  cited  as  the  First  Aid  in  Factories 
Order,  1937. 

3.  The  Orders  dated  December  13,  1923,  and  May  21,  1935, 
are  hereby  revoked.

British  Association 

The  advance  programme  of  the  forthcoming  meeting  of  the 
British  Association  at  Nottingham,  which  opens  on  Septem- 
ber I  and  closes  on  September  8,  forecasts,  as  usual,  a  wide 
range  of  scientific  topics  for  discussion.  The  presidential 
address  will  be  delivered  by  Sir  Edward  Poulton,  D.Sc,  F.R.S., 
on  the  opening  day.  Among  the  subjects  of  importance 
announced  are  "  A'-ray  Methods  and  Industry  "  (Sir  William 
Bragg)  ;  "  Researches  in  Chemotherapy"  (Dr.  F.  L.  Pyman)  ; 

Physiology  as  a  Part  of  General  Education  "  (Dr.  L.  P. 
Lockhart)  ;  "  The  Modern  Study  of  Plants  in  Relation  to  Edu- 
cation "  (Professor  E.  J.  Salisbury). 

Public  Analyst's  Report 

The  Cheshire  coiyity  analyst  reports  that  in  the  evaluation 
of  both  iodine  ointment  and  eucalyptus  ointment,  recourse  is 
had  to  their  mode  of  preparation,  as  laid  down  in  the  B.P. 
Codex,  1934  ;  and  since  some  loss  of  active  principle  is  inevit- 
able during  the  compounding  of  the  ointment,  a  reasonable 
tolerance  is  applied  before  expressing  a  final  opinion.  Two 
samples  of  iodine  ointment  were  found  deficient  in  iodine  to 
the  extent  of  12  and  20  per  cent,  respectively.  In  the  case  of 
eucalyptus  ointment,  the  formulary  directs  that  10  grams  of 
eucalyptus  oil  shall  be  used  in  compounding  100  grams  of 
eucalyptus  ointment.  Volatility  of  the  eucalyptus  may  account 
for  a  sensible  loss,  and  20  per  cent,  would  be  rather  on  the 
generous  side  and  certainly  the  maximum  permitted.  This 
would  mean  8  per  cent,  (minimum)  of  eucalyptus  oil  in  the 
finished  product.  The  sample  to  which  objection  was  taken 
contained  no  more  than  i  per  cent,  of  eucalyptus  oil,  and 
one  had  no  option  but  to  report  against  it. 

The  report  continues:  "  There  are  many  such  pharmacopceial 
and  allied  preparations  which  are  not  official  in  the  present 
B.P.,  and,  in  the  absence  of  limiting  contents  of  the  governing 
principle,  the  analyst  must  fix  his  own  '  standard  '  therefor. 
This  onerous  duty  should  be  the  concern  of  a  Government 
department  or  other  and,  indeed,  in  such  matters  concerning 
the  amount  of  one  or  other  component  of  a  compounded  drug, 
the  more  appropriate  procedure  would  be  by  way  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts  under  the  special  scheme 
approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  One  sample  of  Parrish's 
food  contained  40  per  cent,  more  ferrous  phosphate  and  barely 
one-half  the  amount  of  calcium  phosphate  required  by  the  B.P. 
The  notice  on  the  bottle  to  the  effect  that  the  sample  had  been 
made  to  special  formula  scarcely  excuses  its  sale  either  as 
'  Parrish's  Food  '  or  '  Chemical  Food,'  which  are  synonyms 
of  the  official  compound  syrup  of  ferrous  phosphate." 

Inquests 

An  inquiry  was  held  in  Paddington  (London),  on  August  23, 
concerning  the  death  of  Mr.  Geoffrey  K.  Harrison,  a  solicitor, 
who  committed  suicide  by  taking  potassium  cyanide  in  a 
hotel  while  in  a  condition  of  mental  anxiety.  The  coroner 
stated  that  Mr.  Harrison  bought  the  cyanide  at  a  pharmacy 
in  Central  London  where  he  was  well  known,  and  signed  the 
poisons  book. 

At  Southport,  on  August  23,  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of 
unsound  mind  "  was  returned  at  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
Constance  V.  B.  Wardle,  a  cook,  who,  it  was  stated  by  a 


medical  witness,  had  swallowed  rat  poison  containing  about 
14.5  gm.  of  phosphorus.  In  returning  his  verdict,  the  coroner 
said  that  on  the  question  of  whether  she  had  any  right  to  buy 
it  or  whether  the  vendors  had  a  right  to  sell  it  without  pre- 
cautions, he  had  to  mind  his  own  business. 

At  Birmingham,  on  August  18,  an  inquest  was  held  on  the 
body  of  John  B.  Dean,  toolsetter.  Fourth  Avenue,  Bordesley 
Green.  The  widow  said  that  her  husband  kept  some  liniment 
with  a  bottle  of  cough  mixture  in  a  cupboard.  On  August  8 
he  had  a  bad  cough,  and,  without  putting  on  the  light,  she 
took  a  bottle  from  the  cupboard  and  gave  him  some  of  the 
liquid.  Later  she  found  she  had  taken  the  wrong  bottle.  The 
resident  medical  officer  at  the  Birmingham  General  Hospital 
said  that  Dean,  who  was  recovering  from  the  poisoning,  died 
from  heart  failure  following  chronic  bronchitis. 

Hull 

Members  of  the  Hull  Chemists'  Association  who  have  com- 
pleted a  course  of  instruction  in  air-raid  precaution  measures 
held  a  supper  recently  at  the  White  Harte  Hotel.  The  Home 
Office  medical  instructor.  Colonel  H.  R.  Bateman,  D.S.O., 
was  the  guest  of  honour.  The  president  of  the  local  Branch 
(Mr.  A.  Surfleet),  proposing  thanks  to  Colonel  Bateman  for  his 
services  as  lecturer,  mentioned  that  Hull  chemists  had  antici- 
pated the  intentions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  that 
the  Hull  Branch  had  completed  an  official  course  of  instruction 
in  anti-gas ,  measures.  Mr.  H.  Bays  (vice-president),  who 
seconded,  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  Branch  had  benefited 
greatly  from  the  course,  and  suggested  that  revision  courses 
should  be  held  quarterly.  Colonel  Bateman,  replying,  paid 
tribute  to  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Association  in  the  cause  of 
gas  defence,  and  later  entertained  the  company  by  stories 
illustrating  Navy  and  Army  humour.  Mr.  A.  F.  Cluflf  proposed 
thanks  to  the  president  and  the  executive  of  the  Branch  for 
organising  the  proceedings,  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Brown,  IJessle, 
seconded.    The  president  and  secretary  briefly  responded. 

Liverpool 

The  eighty-seventh  annual  report  of  the  Liverpool  Chemists' 
Association,  which  has  just  been  issued,  is  a  twenty-four  page 
record  of  the  work  of  the  Association  and  allied  bodies  during 
the  1936-37  session,  together  with  rules  and  lists  of  members. 
The  treasurer's  report  shows  a  credit  balance  of  ;^i9  for  the 
year,  making  a  total  of  nearly  £jy  in  hand.  A  leaflet  sent  with 
the  report  announces  a  course  of  lectures  on  first  aid  in  gas 
warfare  during  the  coming  autumn.  The  new  secretary  of  the 
Association  is  Mr.  W.  E.  Shepherd,  41  Litherland  Road,  Bootle, 
Liverpool,  20. 

Manchester 

A  local  paper  had,  a  few  days  ago,  a  picture  showing  the 
broken  window  of  a  branch  of  Taylors,  Ltd.,  at  the  corner  of 
Rochdale  Road  and  Queen's  Road.  This  shop  was  the  scene 
of  a  similar  accident  some  years  ago,  when  it  was  privately 
owned.  A  bus  crashed  through  the  doorway,  causing  a  lady 
who  was  being  served  at  the  time  to  jump  over  the  counter 
for  safety. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Manchester  and  District 
Pharmacists'  Golfing  Society,  held  on  August  23,  the  com- 
petition was  for  the  Ucal  prize.  The  venue  was  Pleasington 
Golf  Club,  a  beauty  spot  which  had  not  been  visited  before. 
The  afternoon's  scores  resulted  in  a  tie  for  the  prize:  H.  G. 
Bairstow,  70  ;  R.  Demaine,  70.  In  the  replay  Mr.  Bairstow 
was  the  winner.

Market  Street,  N.7,  were  fined  £5,  with  £10  los.  costs,  for 
failing  to  guard  certain  parts  of  a  power  press.

Political  Subjects 

(qualifying  the  word  "  political  "  by  linking  it 
up  with  pharmacy)  are  much  in  evidence  in  your  issue  of 
August  21.  "  Pharmacy  and  the  State  "  (pp.  224-25)  is  a 
singularly  thoughtful  attempt  to  visualise  a  state  of  affairs 
that  might  come  about  if  those  who  control  our  destinies  were 
elected  upon  a  somewhat  different  but,  possibly,  more  demo- 
cratic basis  than  to-day.  Then  there  is  a  report  of  the  first 
of  the  two  meetings  of  representatives  at  the  recent  Confer- 
ence at  Liverpool  (p.  231  et  seq.):  I  can  bear  testimony  to  the 
accuracy  and  the  sufficient  fullness  of  this.  In  the  correspon- 
dence on  p.  241  there  are  two  good  letters  on  the  "  Valuation 
of  Services  "  that  merit  careful  reading.  Pharmacists  are 
certainly  awakening  to  a  clearer  conception  of  their  limitations 
and  the  possibilities  of  widening  some  of  them,  if  not  removing 
them  altogether.  I  am  very  hopeful  that  the  meetings  of 
representatives  at  the  Conference  will  extend  in  influence  year 
by  year.  All  who  attended  the  last  one  were  impressed  with 
the  suitability  of  the  subjects  chosen  and  the  earnestness  and 
ability  of  those  who  introduced  them.  My  own  view  is  that 
we  have  all  the  machinery  for  governing  pharmacy  upon  a 
strictly  democratic  basis,  if  we  will  use  it.  No  matter  how 
broad-based  our  methods  of  electing  members  of  Council,  for 
instance,  may  be,  we  have  to  be  ruled  by  these  members  once 
they  are  in  office.  It  is  the  men  that  count,  rather  than  the 
methods.  Unfortunately,  officialdom  is  so  strong  at  head- 
headquarters  that,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  the  average 
councillor  does  as  he  is  told  and  finds  that  his  chances  of 
"  promotion  "  are  thereby  increased. 

•^Commend 

the  review  of  the  chairman  of  the  Surrey  Insurance 
Committee  of  the  past  twenty-five  years  of  National  Health 
Insurance  (p.  220)  to  all  panel  chemists:  I  have  rarely  seen  a 
similar  statement  more  clearly  put.  The  position  in  Surrey 
appears  to  be  that  practically  twice  as  many  doctors  are  regis- 
tered on  the  Insurance  Committee's  list  compared  with  1913. 
There  are  more  than  double  the  number  of  insured  persons  on 
the  register  ;  the  number  of  chemists'  shops  has  increased  since 
I9r3  from  187  to  411  ;  in  addition,  there  are  also  on  the  panel 
200  shops  from  areas  adjoining  Surrev.     It  may  be  argued

that  if  there  are  more  insured  persons,  there  is  more  money 
available  to  pay  for  their  medicines.  But,  as  is  pointed  out 
in  the  review,  the  cost  per  prescription  is  increasing  ;  only 
2s.  I  id.  per  head  is  allowed  to  pay  for  medicines  and  appli- 
ances, and  if  this  is  insufficient  the  chemists  have  their  accounts 
discounted.  There  is  no  comparison  between  the  position  of 
the  doctor  and  the  chemist  in  this  respect.  The  doctor  gets 
paid  for  his  services  and  is  more  or  less  a  free  agent  in  decid- 
ing what  those  services  are  ;  the  chemist  can  exercise  no  such 
discretion. 

It  is  Refreshing 

to  get  away,  if  only  for  a  time,  from  a  mechanical 
and  materialistic  age,  and  spend  a  few  hours  with  alchemists 
(p.  237),  for  one  reason  because  chemistry  as  an  exact  science 
is  built  upon  their  crude  experiments  and  sometimes  fantastic 
conclusions.  Perhaps  we  do  not  always  do  them  justice.  We 
regard  them  as  half  charlatans,  half  mystics,  wrapping  up 
their  technique  in  strange  expressions  which  convey  no  meaning 
to  the  average  reader.  My  very  imperfect  study  of  alchemy 
has  given  me  the  impression  that  there  were  two  classes  of 
alchemists.  The  older  class  were  seekers  for  truth  ;  their  aim 
was  not  always  to  find  the  Philosopher's  Stone  as  such,  but 
rather  they  sought  to  find  behind  all  the  appearances  of  nature 
that  reality  which  pervades  and  informs  all  things.  Paracelsus, 
in  a  well-known  passage,  speaks  of  them  as  "  not  given  to 
idleness — showing  rings  upon  their  fingers  or  fine  and  gay 
gloves  upon  their  hands,  but  diligently  following  their  labours, 
sweating  whole  days  and  nights  at  their  furnaces."  The  later 
alchemists  appear  to  have  acquired  an  itch  for  making  gold : 
Ben  Jonson,  in  the  "  Alchymist,"  draws  a  character  of  this 
type  which  is  anything  but  flattering.  Whatever  we  may  say 
of  them  we  must  remember  that  they  laid  the  foundations  upon 
which  Black,  Priestley  and  Lavoisier  began  to  build  modern 
chemistry.  Michael  Maier  appears  to  have  belonged  to  the 
former  of  the  two  classes  ;  alchemist,  philosopher,  mystic, 
classical  scholar,  physician  and,  strange  to  say,  musician. 
He  apparently  held  the  idea  that  the  singing  of  certain  words 
in  musical  phrases  had  some  influence  upon  the  operations 
going  on  in  his  furnaces.  I  am  sure  that  a  number  of  your 
readers  will  appreciate  the  illustrations  and  particularly  that 
of  the  music.

Mr.  H.  L.  Thack- 
wray  prosecuted  on  behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 

At  Stratford  (Essex)  Police  Court,  on  August  27,  George 
Dale  and  Elizabeth  Dale,  Ripple  Road,  Barking,  were  sum- 
moned for  having  sold  a  Part  II  poison  on  unregistered  pre- 
mises. The  Bench  dismissed  the  summons  against  the  second 
defendant  and  fined  the  first  defendant  los.  An  application  on 
behalf  of  the  Essex  County  Council  for  costs  was  refused.

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A  Leader  in  Irish  Pharmacy 


ON  September  i  Sir  Thomas  Robinson,  M.C.P.S.I.,  will 
have  been  for  fifty-one  years  on  the  Register  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  a  record  enjoyed 
by  very  few  other  pharmacists.  Actually  Sir  Thomas  has 
been  over  fifty-eight  years  in  the  profession,  as  he  was 
apprenticed  in  1879.  From  chemist  proprietor  of  a  single 
pharmacy  which  he  acquired  at  Kingstown  (now  Dun 
Laoghaire)  in  1889,  Mr.  Thomas  Robinson  (as  he  was  then) 
rose  to  become  the  principal  of  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robin- 
son, Ltd.,  which  controls  twenty  pharmacies  in  Dublin  and 
the  district.  In  the  public  and  commercial  life  of  Ireland 
Sir  Thomas  has  played,  and  continues  to  play,  a  leading  part, 
his  business  interests  covering  a  wide  field.  In  addition  to 
being  chairman  of  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  he  is 
chairman  of  one  of  Dublin's  premier  furnishing  concerns, 
Millar  &  Beatty,  Ltd.,  chairman  of  the  Pavilion  Gardens, 
Dun  Laoghaire,  chairman  of  Metropole  Hotels,  Ltd.  He 
is  also  a  director  of  Williams  &  Woods,  Ltd.,  Dublin,  and 
the  United  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  Nottingham.  For  a  short  period 
he  was  a  director  of  Boots,  Ltd.  He  has  been  a  president  of 
Rotary,  chairman  of  the  Dublin  and  Provincial  Drug  Trade 
Association,  examiner  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  member 
of  its  Council  for  many  years,  president  of  the  Dublin  Publi- 
city Club,  and  honorary  president  for  years  of  the  United 
Kingdom  Commercial  Travellers'  Association.    His  knighthood 

was  conferred  on  the  occa- 
sion of  Queen  Victoria's 
visit  to  Ireland  in  1900, 
when,  as  chairman  of  the 
Kingstown  Urban  District 
Council,  he  received  her 
Majesty  on  her  arrival 
from  England.  But  with 
all  these  e.xtensive  in- 
terests this  outstanding 
Irish  business  man  remains 
first  and  last  a  pharmacist. 
The  greater  part  of  Sir 
Thomas's  time  is  spent 
directing  his  own  pharma- 
ceutical enterprises  from 
the  head  office  of  Hayes, 
Conyngham  &  Robinson, 
Ltd.,  in  Grafton  Street, 
Dublin,  and  it  was  there 
that  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  representative 
found  him  when  he  asked 
Sir  Thomas  to  speak  of 
his  experience  of  over  half 
a  century  in  the  profes- 
sion. 

When  Thomas  Robinson 
became  apprenticed  to  an  apothecary  named  Scott  at 
Dundalk  in  1879,  this  important  town  had  no  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  In  addition  to  Dr.  Scott's  apothecary's 
hall,  there  was  one  other  apothecary  (and  two  un- 
qualified druggists)  to  cover  an  area  stretching  from  Newry 
on  the  one  side  to  Drogheda  on  the  other.  There  was  no 
overcrowding  in  those  days,  and  the  business  was  highly 
ethical.  Half-holidays  and  early  closing  were  unknown.  The 
hall  opened  at  8  a.m.  and  business  continued  to  10  p.m. 
(11  p.m.  on  Saturdays).  Sunday  duty  ran  from  10  a.m.  to 
10  p.m.  Both  the  trained  assistant  and  the  apprentice  had 
half-hour  breaks  for  meals  with  the  family,  and  the  only 
recreation  to  be  had  was  by  going  out  delivering  medicines, 
or  rising  before  the  hall  opened.  As  a  diversion  from  duty 
behind  the  counter  Dr.  Scott's  assistant  or  apprentice  was 
occasionally  sent  out  to  apply  leeches.  In  the  hall  itself  they 
used  a  forceps  dexterously  in  drawing  teeth,  while  more  often 
than  not  the  patients  bellowed,  local  anaesthetics  being  un- 
known. 

"My  first  job,"  said  Sir  Thomas,  "was  grinding  aloes 
in  an  iron  mortar  with  a  pestle  nearly  as  big  as  myself.  Then 
the  mass  was  made  with  the  addition  of  ginger,  soap  and 
treacle.  These  were  prescribed  as  aloetic  pills,  and  were  famous 
with  country  folk,  who  invariably  asked  for  them  as  a  box 
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of  '  The  No  Mistake  Pills.'  This  was  only  one  of  many 
pills  constantly  made  up.  In  addition  to  pills  we  made  all 
our  own  liniments,  tinctures  and  ointments.  Fresh  infusions 
were  prepared  every  morning.  The  B.P.  was  generally 
observed,  but  only  after  Dr.  Scott  had  warned  me  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee  were  not  always  to  be  relied  upon ! 
A  great  and  memorable  joy  for  the  young  apprentice  was  the 
preparation  of  ung.  hyd.  nit.,  which  provided  a  thrill.  Patents 
and  proprietaries  were  unknown  and  were  looked  down  upon 
by  the  ethical  apothecary.  Anyone  wanting  such  a  medicine 
had  to  go  to  the  grocer's  for  it.  The  only  patent  I  recall 
handled  in  the  halls  was  Allcock's  Porous  Plasters.  All 
other  plasters  were  spread  on  sheepskin,  using  brown  paper 
to  make  the  various  masks. 

' '  The  aim  of  all  assistants  in  those  days, ' '  continued  Sir 
Thomas,  "  was  to  become  fully  qualified  medical  men.  The 
one  I  first  worked  under  was  a  most  capable  fellow,  a  medjcal 
student  who  gave  a  thorough  training  to  the  apprentices  under 
him.  Looking  around  the  modern  pharmacy  to-day  it  seems 
almost  incredible  that  such  a  profitable  calling  as  the  apothe- 
cary's was  should  have  been  allowed  to  fall  into  disuse.  My 
goal,  like  that  of  all  other  apprentices  in  those  days,  was  the 
medical  profession.  Almost  daily  we  did  minor  surgery  work, 
in  addition  to  dentistry.  The  nearest  dentist  was  in  Dut/lin. 
There  was  a  complete  skeleton  in  the  hall,  and  we  coached 
each  other  to  such  an  extent  that  a  full  knowledge  of  anatomy 
was  acquired.  We  were  instructed  in  botany,  but  I  cannot 
remember  we  displayed  any  great  interest  in  chemistry.  I 
think  chemistry  must  have  been  looked  upon  as  a  vulgar 
subject.  My  apprenticeship  over,  I  speeded  to  Dublin  to 
look  for  a  job  that  would  permit  me  to  attend  the  night 
Medical  School  in  Peter  Street.  I  called  at  every  medical 
hall  and  assured  the  proprietors  I  had  heard  he  wanted  an 
assistant.  Invariably  he  had  not  heard  the  news,  but  finally 
the  late  Mr.  Grindley  of  Westland  Row  admitted  the  want,  but 
could  not  understand  how  I  had  heard  of  it.  At  all  events 
he  employed  me  and  gave  me  good  hours.  I  was  off  until 
II  a.m.  to  attend  Mercer's  Hospital,  and  off  at  7  p.m.  for 
the  Peter  Street  School.  The  British  Medical  Council,  how- 
ever, cut  short  my  medical  ambitions  by  decreeing  that  night 
lectures  would  not  be  accepted  at  the  end  of  that  year. 
From  then  on  I  devoted  myself  entirely  to  pharmacy." 

Commercial  Possibilities 

The  possibilities  of  the  commercial  side  of  pharmacy  were 
first  impressed  upon  Sir  Thomas  when  he  went  as  an  assistant 
to  John  Laird  of  Limerick  in  1883.  Up  to  then  the  prevailing 
idea  was  that  medical  halls  only  catered  for  sick  people.  The 
proposition  that  the  pharmacist  should  also  do  business  with 
the  well  people,  who  outnumbered  the  sick  by  ten  to  one, 
simply  did  not  occur  to  the  strictly  ethical  pharmacist.  His 
Limerick  experience  revolutionised  Sir  Thomas  Robinson's 
ideas  on  that  score.  "  The  late  John  Laird,"  he  observed, 
"  was  the  most  capable  and  far-seeing  pharmacist  I  ever  met, 
and  to  his  training  I  owe  a  great  many  of  the  ideas  which  I 
have  carried  out  during  my  life.  To-day  various  friends  say 
'  Why  do  you  work  so  hard?  '  My  answer  is  that  I  am  just  as 
much  infatuated  with  my  business  as  I  was  fifty  years  ago." 

After  Limerick  Sir  Thomas  came  to  Dublin  to  prepare  for  his 
Licentiate  examination.  He  was  fortunate  in  getting  on  the 
staff  of  the  late  John  Evans  in  Dawson  Street.  "  Here,"  he 
explained,  "  everything  was  first-class  and  only  first-class. 
You  could  not  fail  in  a  pharmacy  examination  in  those  days 
after  a  training  with  John  Evans  and  his  brother  Charles,  both 
past  masters  in  the  art  of  dispensing."  In  1889  Sir  Thomas 
acquired  the  branch  business  of  John  Evans  in  Kingstown, 
and  in  1897  he  joined  with  the  late  William  Hayes  and  the  late 
Henry  Conyngham  to  found  Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson. 

"  Looking  back  on  pharmacy  in  those  early  days,  the  busi- 
ness has  been  revolutionised.  Such  things  as  photography, 
cosmetics  and  beauty  preparations  of  all  sorts  were  unknown. 
We  did  not  even  show  a  tooth-brush  in  my  Dundalk  days  ; 
and  as  for  the  multitude  of  tooth-pastes  now  sold,  they  just 
did  not  exist.  The  ethical  chemist  did  not  stock  those.  He 
merely  sold  a  carbolic  tooth-powder.  The  practice  then  was 
much  more  professional.  Once  I  remember  in  my  youthful 
innocence  asking  a  superior  type  of  assistant  the  difference 
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between  an  apothecary  and  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  he 
rephed,  '  The  apothecary  is  a  gentleman:  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist  is  not !  '  Outside  the  big  towns  there  were  few 
pharmacies  but  local  apothecaries'  shops.  Now  almost  every 
village  has  a  pharmacy  and  the  apothecary  has  practically 
disappeared.  There  is  not  one  for  every  fifty  pharmacies 
to-day.    The  entire  character  of  the  business  has  changed. 

"  I  attribute  this  to  the  growth  of  advertising  and  publicity. 
Advertising  gradually  created  the  demand  for  proprietaries  of 
all  kinds,  and  chemists  had  to  stock  them.  In  the  old  days 
the  only  cosmetics  stocked  were  cold  creams.  Only  in  recent 
times  has  the  chemist  stocked  the  modern  great  array  of 
powders,  lipsticks,  rouges  and  creams  of  all  kinds.  Photo- 
graphy came  to  the  chemist  as  a  side-line.  Amateurs  in  the 
days  of  the  plates  came  to  the  chemist  to  make  up  their 
solutions.  Then  the  coming  of  the  roll  film  stabilised  the 
business  and  made  it  an  important  adjunct  to  the  chemist's 
turnover.  Now  it  seems  as  if  this  business  is  going  outside 
the  chemist  altogether. 

"  On  the  purely  pharmaceutical  side  the  great  changes  in 
medical  science  have  had  big  repercussions  on  the  trade. 
Leeches,  cupping  and  all  the  old-time  remedies  have  given  way 
to  the  modern  practice  of  serums  and  a  big  array  of  proprietary 
remedies,  many  of  which  are  mass-produced  or  prepared  in 
the  manufacturers'  laboratories.  Mass  production  and  tl:e 
machine  age  have  played  their  part  in  killing  the  old  pharma- 
ceutical practice.  But  though  the  business  has  changed,  the 
young  chemists  of  to-day  are,  in  my  opinion,  much  better 
educated  and  better  equipped  than  their  predecessors,  though 
they  may  have  less  scope  for  utilising  their  skill. 

Modern  Practice 

"  The  modern  practice,  particularly  amongst  the  small 
chemists,  is  not  carried  on  with  capital  sunk  in  heavy  stocks, 
but  with  small  stocks  carefully  watched.  With  the  excellent 
service  provided  by  the  big  wholesalers  now  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  carry  big  stocks.  Instead  of  the  retailer  it  is  the 
wholesaler  who  carries  the  big  stocks,  and  from  the  view-point 
of  the  small  chemist  this  is  a  development  to  be  commended. 
The  effect  of  advertising  campaigns  makes  it  all  the  more 
necessary  for  the  chemist  to  buy  only  what  he  can  sell,  be- 
cause his  over-stocks  might  quickly  go  out  of  date.  There  are 
so  many  lines  coming  on  the  market  in  these  days  that  the 
pharmacist  is  hard  set  to  keep  up  with  the  output  of  new 
remedies.  In  the  old  days  there  were  few  pharmacies  in  com- 
parison with  the  great  number  to-day.  The  result  is  that  the 
turnover  for  each  separate  pharmacy  must  be  considerably 
less.  Then  the  amount  expended  by  most  households — except 
in  times  of  sickness — in  the  pharmacy,  compared  with  the 
amount  spent  each  week  in,  say,  the  grocer's,  the  butcher's, 
or  the  draper's  is  relatively  small.  For  these  reasons  the 
margin  of  profit  allowed  to  the  chemist  on  his  turnover  must 
be  considerably  above  that  of  other  traders  if  the  chemist  is 
to  meet  his  overheads  and  derive  a  fair  livelihood." 

"  Do  you  anticipate  any  great  changes  in  pharmacy  during 
the  next  twenty-five  years?  "  the  interviewer  asked. 

"  I  don't  think,"  Sir  Thomas  replied,  "  you  will  see  any- 
thing like  the  revolutionary  changes  we  have  had  in  the  last 
fifty  years.  Pharmacy  in  Ireland  has  undoubtedly  become  a 
more  commercial  proposition,  and  any  chemist  is  foolish  not 
to  recognise  that  ;  but  I  do  think  we  are  still  quite  a  distance 
away  from  the  day  when  a  pharmacist  will  sell  candies, 
stationery,  ice-cream,  and  run  a  soda  fountain  as  they  do  in 
the  United  States.  In  the  public  mind  here  the  pharmacy  is 
the  one  place  to  which  people  can  turn  for  dependable  remedies 
and  sound,  reliable  dispensing.  I  believe  that  the  essential 
character  of  the  business  will  be  preserved." 

Sir  Thomas  has  visited  the  United  States  and  Canada  fre- 
quently, including  the  great  centres  of  business  such  as  New 
York,  Boston,  Chicago,  Detroit,  St.  Louis,  Toronto,  Montreal. 


Unwanted  publicity. — Writing  to  "  The  Lancet  "  of 
August  14,  Mr.  T.  Edward  Lescher,  managing  director  of 
Evans  Son  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  deprecated  the  sensational 
headlines  appearing  in  the  daily  Press  on  the  subject  of  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference  references  to  ^-aminobenzenesul- 
phonamide.  Mr.  Lescher  concluded:  "It  is  entirely  contrary 
to  the  views  of  responsible  manufacturers  of  products  which 
are  often  the  subject  of  considerable  research  that  these  pro- 
ducts should  be  made  the  subject  of  anything  in  the  nature  of 
a  popular  stunt." 


South  African  Notes 

(From  our  Cape  Town  Correspondent) 

Urgent  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Government 
by  some  Transvaal  farming  communities,  asking  that  nothing 
shall  be  done  to  prevent  competition  in  the  matter  of  chemists' 
shops  where,  on  the  platteland,  it  is  alleged  that,  owing  to  the 
absence  of  competition  and  a  virtual  monopoly,  tke  cost  of 
drugs,  etc.,  is  300  per  cent,  higher  than  in  Johannesburg. 
The  Government  is  urged  to  ameliorate  the  position  thus  created 
which,  it  is  alleged,  is  putting  essential  medicines  and  drugs 
beyond  the  reach  of  many  people,  and  to  authorise  the  district 
surgeon  to  sell  drugs,  etc.,  at  normal  prices  and  within  the 
means  of  the  average  country  citizen. 

The  Union  Health  Department  has  installed  a  number  of 
new  appliances  in  its  laboratories,  which  will  detect  the  manu- 
facturer of  dangerous  drugs  whose  products  do  not  conform 
to  the  standard  and  determine  tljat  medicines  do  not  contain 
harmful  bacteria  or  foreign  substances.  This  installation  will 
lead  to  the  enforcement  of  a  number  of  "  therapeutic  sub- 
stances regulations."  The  laboratory  in  Cape  Town  has  also 
been  equipped  with  an  animal  house  for  research  and  experi- 
ments. All  this  work  is  under  the  care  of  a  specialist  from 
overseas,  chosen  with  the  assistance  of  the  British  Ministry  of 
Health  from  the  Lister  Institute  in  London.  The  Union 
Department  of  Health  will  not  only  test  samples  of  imported 
medicines,  but  also  of  those  made  in  the  country. 

Legislation  to  prevent  the  publication  of  misleading  adver- 
tisements in  connexion  with  patent  and  proprietary  medicines 
is  foreshadowed  by  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Health  and  by  recent  proceedings  in  Parliament.  The 
Department  appointed  a  committee,  which  investigated  the 
position  and  presented  a  report  to  the  Minister  for  Public 
Health.  It  may  be  found  possible  for  the  Government  to 
introduce  legislation  with  the  object  of  setting  up  machinery 
for  bringing  the  whole  matter  under  reasonable  control.  Nego- 
tiations were  started  with  the  Medical  Association  and  the 
South  African  Optical  Association  in  regard  to  the  necessity 
of  defining,  by  legislation  the  legitimate  work  of  opticians, 
and  similar  steps  are  being  taken  regarding  dental  mechanics. 

The  perfumery  industry  that  has  been  established  in  South 
Africa  for  some  years  has  been  making  satisfactory  progress, 
largely  a  result  of  the  expensive  advertising  campaign  in 
which  it  indulged.  This  factory  has  been  moved  to  Worcester, 
next  to  the  spirit  distillery.  Increased  attention  is  being 
given  to  the  development  of  the  export  business  in  the  Far 
East,  but  it  will  probably  be  some  time  before  any  really  great 
advances  are  recorded  in  this  trade.  The  local  sales  of  these 
products  are  improving,  but  there  is  at  the  same  time  no 
falling  off  in  the  demand  for  famous  varieties  of  British  and 
Continental  perfumes  and  toilet  waters,  and  during  the  last 
few  3'ears  this  trade  has  steadily  increased. 


Search  for  Triterium 

In  "  Nature  "  of  August  21  (p.  303),  Lord  Rutherford  de- 
scribes the  search  for  triterium  or  hydrogen  of  mass  3.  The 
basic  material  was  43.4  kilos  of  heavy  water  (with  D2O  content 
of  99.2  per  cent.)  produced  electrolytically  at  Oslo  from  13,000 
tons  of  ordinary  water.  The  further  electrolysis  of  the  heavy 
water  was  carried  out  under  conditions  considered  favourable 
to  the  concentration  of  any  triterium  oxide  present.  Nickel 
cells  provided  with  iron  cathodes  were  used  for  the  first  part 
of  the  process  and  glass  cells  with  platinum  electrodes  for  the 
last  stages  of  electrolysis,  provision  being  made  for  the  efficient 
reflux  condensation  of  the  water  vapour  to  ensure  purity  of 
the  electrolytic  gases.  The  electrolyte  used  consisted  of  heavy 
potassium  hydroxide  (KOD),  and  after  completion  of  electro- 
lysis dry  CO2  was  passed  to  convert  the  potash  into  carbonate 
and  the  heavy  water  distilled  off. 

The  concentrated  material  was  examined  in  the  precision 
mass-spectroscope  by  Dr.  F.  W.  Aston,  who  was  unable  to 
find  any  trace  of  triterium,  though  the  method  would  indicate 
I  in  50,000.  This  negative  result  was  confirmed  by  a  trans- 
mutation test,  careful  search  failing  to  reveal  any  a-particles 
with  range  (in  air)  of  2-3  cm.,  which  would  be  expected  to 
arise  from  reactions  occurring  with  fast  ^H  and  ^He  ions. 
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Branch  Representatives  at  Liverpool 

{Concluded  from  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  August  21,  p.  234) 


THE  second  of  the  two  branch  representatives'  meetings 
at  the  Liverpool  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  (C.  (~  D..  August  21,  p.  231)  was  held  at 
the  Adelphi  Hotel,  Liverpool,  on  July  28,  Mr.  Thomas  Marns 
(president)  in  the  chair.  The  following  is  an  abridgment  of 
the  official  report. 

Representation  in  Parliament 
The  Sheffield  and  District  Branch  moved :  ' '  That  in  view  of 
a  Pharmacy  Bill  being  prepared  in  the  next  few  years,  steps 
should  be  taken  to  increase  the  fund  to  place  representation 
in  Parliament." 

Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (Sheffield),  in  moving  the  resolution, 
said  members  should  be  reminded  that  ;^io,ooo,  approximately, 
was  subscribed  for  a  similar  purpose.  The  whole  went  in 
a  very  short  time  in  seeking  parliamentary  representation 
from  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  felt  that 
if  they  could  get  money  to  increase  the  parliamentary  fund 
it  would  be  in  the  best  interests  of  pharmacists  generally. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Crowe  (Sheffield),  in  seconding,  said  that  con- 
structive ideas  as  to  how  to  get  the  money  should  be  obtained 
by  co-operation  between  the  private  pharmacist  and  the  com- 
pany pharmacist  ;  secondly,  by  the  wholesalers  in  the  drug 
trade  ;  and  thirdly,  probably  the  manufacturers  of  the  drugs 
supplied  only  by  chemists  would  give  their  support. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Brackenbury  said  his  branch  proposed  that  the 
Society  appoint  a  member  to  get  into  touch  with  the  different 
political  parties,  and  they  should  make  a  direct  subscription 
to  the  respective  parliamentary  parties. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (Bradford)  said  ha  had  made  a  survey  of 
the  representation  in  Parliament  of  various  interests  concerned. 
The  grocery  and  co-operative  interests  had  nine  representa- 
tives, the  chemical  industry  eleven,  agricultural  interests 
fifteen,  and  the  medical  profession  thirteen.  Several  firms  of 
proprietary  medicine  manufacturers  had  a  director  represent- 
ing them  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead  said  he  had  been  asked  by  the  Organi- 
sation Committee  to  say  something.  He  was  a  little  surprised 
to  hear  one  or  two  speakers  speaking  as  though  pharmacy 
was  without  really  valuable  parliamentary  assistance,  because 
that  was  very  far  from  being  the  case.  The  fact,  however, 
that  both  in  the  House  of  Lords  and  the  House  of  Commons 
they  had  a  good  many  friends  did  not  take  away  from  the 
exceeding  value  of  a  pharmaceutical  member.  The  chief  value 
of  a  pharmacist  in  the  House  was  not  actually  in  the  business 
of  Bills  on  the  floor  of  the  House.  Where  he  came  in  was 
in  the  day-to-day  relationship  between  the  Society  and  Govern- 
ment departments.  So  far  as  the  experience  of  their  parlia- 
mentary fund  is  concerned,  they  learnt  one  or  two  very  im- 
portant lessons,  and  the  chief  lessons  borne  home  on  him 
were  how  very  difficult  the  money  was  to  collect  and  how 
very  easy  it  was  to  spend  it.  It  was  no  good  their  getting 
hold  of  what  he  might  call  "  pharmaceutical  carpet-baggers." 
Most  parties  had  a  constituency  they  were  prepared  to  offer 
to  a  man  with  money,  but  it  was  not  worth  having.  The  man 
they  wanted  was  the  man  who,  quite  apart  from  the  fact 
that  he  was  a  pharmacist,  had  done  a  lot  of  hard  work  in 
his  own  political  constituency  and  who  was  acceptable  to 
them  because  of  that  work  and  not  because  he  was  a  phar- 
macist. No  amount  of  money  would  produce  him.  It  needed 
years  of  solid  hard  work  by  individual  pharmacists.  They  were 
by  no  means  as  weak  politically  as  perhaps  some  of  them 
thought. 

Mr.  p.  M.  Duff  (Glasgow)  suggested  that  whatever  is  done 
with  the  monev  raised  in  future,  the  capital  sum  must  be 
secure. 

Mr.  F.  E.  Battershill  (Exeter)  said  Exeter's  attitude 
towards  this  resolution  was  in  favour  of  a  fund  for  pro- 
paganda work  but  against  paying  away  the  fund  in  five  seconds 
in  attempting  to  provide  representation  in  Parliament. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

Code  of  Ethics 
The  Tees-side  Branch  moved:   "That,  in  view  of  the  ever- 
increasing  exploitation  of  pharmacy  and  pharmacists  by  private 


and  public  companies,  the  Society  shall  be  asked  to  draw  up 
a  code  of  ethics  applicable  to  its  members,  in  order  to  safe- 
guard the  identity  of  the  pharmacist  in  the  community." 

Mr.  R.  MacDonald  Murray  (Tees-side),  in  proposing  the 
resolution,  said  that  in  pharmacy  to-day  they  had  very  little 
control  and  still  less  pride.  Without  these  vital  principles 
any  professional  body  must  shortly  sink  in  public  esteem. 
Recent  political  events  in  connexion  with  the  Medicine  Stamp 
Act  showed  the  red  light  in  pharmacy.  They  had  in  phar- 
macy enough  influence,  but  owing  to  failure  each  member  was 
becoming  a  law  unto  himself,  with  the  result  that  the  time 
and  money  spent  on  organisation  work  represented  so  much 
waste.  Must  this  go  on  indefinitely?  The  question  of  pharma- 
ceutical ethics  had  been  brought  up  at  various  Conferences 
since  1877.  Outstanding  contributions  were  made  in  1881, 
1891  and  1914.  In  1914  Mr.  Peck  outlined  a  code  of  rules 
for  pharmacists — an  excellent  scheme.  Having  agreed  among 
themselves  on  fundamental  principles  in  pharmacy,  they 
could  then  move  towards  eradicating  some  of  the  practices 
which  have  crept  into  pharmacy  in  recent  years. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Brackenbury  (Tees-side)  seconded  the  resolution. 

Mr.  p.  M.  Duff  (Glasgow)  supported  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Arthur  Mortimer  (West  Ham)  said  that  the  idea 
of  a  code  of  ethics  was  an  American  idea.  It  might  be  that 
a  code  of  ethics  was  a  good  thing,  but  in  this  country  our 
temperament  seemed  to  have  made  it  that  we  preferred  to 
do  the  straight  thing  rather  than  set  down  on  paper  some- 
thing we  intended  to  do.  In  West  Ham,  three  or  four  years 
ago,  they  had  a  discussion  on  the  subject  and  a  code  of  ethics 
was  published. 

Mr.  J.  C.  SoMERViLLE  (Edinburgh):  I  should  like  to  ask 
one  question :  Is  there  any  hope  of  legal  power  to  enforce  any 
code  of  ethics  ? 

Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant  (Birmingham)  said  the  Tees-side  Branch 
seemed  to  be  bitten  with  a  strong  desire  for  written  codes 
and  definitions.  The  danger  of  a  written  code  was  that  it 
might  land  them  in  serious  difficulties.  In  this  country  we 
had  a  genius  for  forming  our  own  code,  but  it  was  never 
written.  If  they  began  to  write,  they  had  made  an  arrange- 
ment that  might  entrap  them. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  he  was  not  at  all  sure,  if  this  resolution 
was  carried,  that  the  best  way  of  bringing  about  what  a 
number  of  people  were  in  favour  of  would  not  be  for  one 
branch  or  more  to  bring  up  their  idea  of  a  code  of  ethics 
and  ask  the  next  representatives'  meeting  to  adopt  it.  There 
was  all  the  difference  in  the  world  between  the  Council  of 
the  Society  preparing  a  code  of  ethics — coming  down  from  the 
mountain  with  the  code  in  their  arms,  and  the  thing  rising 
from  the  members.  He  wondered  whether  the  Tees-side 
Branch  would  be  prepared  to  tackle  this  question  during  the 
winter  and  give  their  ideas  for  discussion  next  year. 

Mr.  Murray  (Tees-side):  As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  I  pro- 
posed to  send  in  this  resolution  it  was  almost  too  much  to 
hope  for  that  it  would  be  adopted  to-day. 

Mr.  Linstead  :  I  very  much  doubt  whether  the  Statutory 
Committee  would  automatically  adopt  an  arbitrary  standard 
of  ethics  which  some  other  body  has  laid  down.  I  do  not 
think  you  must  rely  on  the  Statutory  Committee  to  enforce 
standards  of  ethics  laid  down  from  outside. 

Mr.  R.  H.  B.  Whitehead  (Oldham)  :  What  is  the  use  of  it 
if  you  cannot  enforce  it  ? 

The  motion  was  carried  with  the  substitution  of  the  words 
"Tees-side  Branch"  for  "Society." 

Sunday  Dispensing 

The  Manchester,  Salford  and  District  Branch  moved : 
"That  pharmacies  should  be  closed  on  Sundays." 

Mr.  E.  Cronin  (Manchester)  said  that  from  an  examination 
of  the  Shops  (Sunday  Trading  Restriction)  Act,  it  would 
appear  to  have  been  made  without  any  consideration  of  the 
status  of  the  pharmacist.  When  amendments  were  intro- 
duced, thev  were  optimistic  enough  to  think  that  the  difficult 
position  in  which  they  were  placed  would  be  removed.  This 
did  not  materialise,  and  the  Act  had  had  the  effect  of  splitting 
pharmacy  into  three  parties.  There  were  two  or  three  reasons 
why   they    thought   it    unnecessary    to    open    on  Sundays. 
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First,  the  inconvenient  position  in  which  the  pharmacist 
found  himself  with  reference  to  time  for  his  assistants  follow- 
ing Sunday  duty.  Secondly,  were  pharmacists  willing  to 
work  a  seven-day  week  for  a  year  for  the  small  articles  they 
could  sell  within  the  ambiguous  wording  of  the  Act?  Thirdly, 
that  it  is  essential  to  open  in  order  to  give  a  Sunday  service 
to  National  Health  Insurance  was  something  only  to  ease 
one's  mind  for  opening.  There  was  no  Regulation  issued  by 
the  Ministry  regarding  National  Health  Insurance  which  forced 
a  pharmacist  to  open  on  a  Sunday.  Lastly,  there  was  no 
means  of  compelling  a  pharmacist  to  join  a  rota. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Wood  (Manchester),  in  seconding,  said  this 
might  seem  a  somewhat  bold  step,  but  he  was  certain  it 
could  be  done.  The  public  should  be  somewhat  educated  to 
the  idea  that  all  the  urgent  things  cannot  be  obtained  on 
Sundays.  The  usual  rota  was  a  far  bigger  service  than  was 
necessary. 

The  Sheffield  and  District  Branch  and  the  Wimbledon  and 
District  Branch  moved  the  following  joint  amendment : 
"  That  while  approving  the  principle  of  Sunday  closing  of 
pharmacies  this  Conference  is  of  the  opinion  that  in  order 
to  meet  urgent  medical  needs  on  Sundays  there  should  be 
arranged  in  every  district  on  lines  best  suited  to  the  district 
a  scheme  for  the  Sunday  opening  of  such  number  of  phar- 
macies as  is  necessary  for  this  purpose." 

Mr.  E.  Preston  (Sheffield),  in  moving  the  amendment, 
said  that  the  chemist  had  certain  responsibilities  to  the 
Government,  and  therefore  it  was  necessary  for  a  certain 
number  of  them  to  open  certain  times  on  Sundays,  so  that 
those  things  may  be  had  which  are  necessary. 

Mr.  G.  T.  Hodgkiss  (Wimbledon),  in  seconding  the  amend- 
ment, said  that  when  the  N.H.I.  Act  was  extended  to  in- 
clude the  people  from  fourteen  to  sixteen,  there  was  no  doubt 
the  medical  profession  would  attempt  to  take  the  dispensing 
from  them. 

Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant  (Birmingham) :  May  I  ask  whether  this 
matter  is  in  the  power  of  this  Conference  to  discuss? 

Mr.  E.  N.  Browne  (S.-W.  Metropolitan)  referred  to  the 
difficulty  of  maintaining  a  rota. 

Mr.  F.  Newby  (Oldham)  said  he  came  from  a  town  where 
they  had  had  a  Sunday  rota  for  years.  Each  chemist  was 
on  duty  one  Sunday  four  times  a  year.  He  supported  the 
amendment.  He  could  promise  them  that  it  was  well  worth 
it  for  friendship,  for  the  benefit  of  the  calling  and  from  every 
point  of  view,  to  support  a  rota  and  to  see  that  it  was 
observed. 

Mr.  H.  R.  Jones  (Anglesey)  said  he  had  been  in  business 
for  over  thirty  years,  and  came  from  a  country  famous  for  its 
Sunday  closing.  What  would  the  public  say  if  the  doctors 
had  a  rota  system? 

Mr.  J.  L.  Hirst  (Liverpool)  said  that  as  chairman  of  the 
Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Committee  he  would  have  to  support 
this  amendment.  They  had  been  discussing  with  the  local 
Insurance  Committee,  and  had  evolved  a  scheme. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton  (Sheffield)  said  he  would  vote  for  the 
amendment  because  he  was  instructed  to  vote  for  it. 

Mr.  a.  B.  Gilmour  (Glasgow)  pointed  out  that  under  the 
N.H.I.  Medical  Benefit  Regulations  (Scotland)  1929,  Article  8, 
Paragraph  (ii)  makes  provision  for  a  list  of  drugs  and  appli- 
ances, and  that  list  includes  things  which  are  necessarily 
administered  by  the  practitioner  in  person,  and  they  cannot 
be  procured  otherwise  than  under  the  Regulations.  This 
regulation  was  made  because  there  was  a  desire  for  a  fee 
for  late  work.  There  were  no  urgent  dispensing  fees  paid  for 
the  whole  of  Scotland  and  Northern  Ireland. 

Mr.  J.  H.  GoUGH  (Leeds)  said  that  for  years  they  had  pro- 
vided in  Leeds  an  all-day  Sunday  service  for  the  supply  of 
medicine.  He  would  suggest  that  a  rota  be  arranged  even  if 
it  yielded  no  profit. 

The  amendment  was  carried  as  a  substantive  motion. 

The  Glasgow  and  South-Western  Scottish  Branch  moved : 
"  That  all  resolutions  sent  to  the  secretary  be  considered 
by  the  Council  and  their  findings  thereon  submitted  to  the 
branch  formulating  them  before  being  finally  adopted  for 
discussion  at  the  representatives'  meetings." 

Mr.  p.  M.  Duff  (Glasgow)  said  the  idea  behind  this  reso- 
lution was  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  situation  at  last 
year's  meeting.  The  point  was  that  any  branch  which  had 
an  amendment  to  put  forward  had  it  put  on  the  agenda. 
If  any  amendment  should  come  from  the  Council  at  all,  it 
should  be  on  the  paper  with  the  rest. 

Mr.  C.  a.  Buick  (Glasgow)  seconded  the  motion. 


Mr.  Linstead  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this 
committee  is  to  meet  to  consider,  among  other  things,  the 
general  rules  for  procedure  of  these  meetings,  Glasgow  might 
prefer  some  other  way  of  getting  at  it  and  agree  that  this 
resolution  should  not  be  passed  by  this  meeting  but  con- 
sidered by  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Organisation  Committee 
and  the  representatives.    This  suggestion  was  adopted. 

The  Wallasey  Branch  moved:  "  That  a  full  report  on  the 
ultimate  fate  of  all  resolutions  sent  by  branches  for  considera- 
tion by  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  be  sent 
to  the  branches  concerned  and  published  in  '  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Journal.'  " 

Mr.  H.  C.  Tristram  (Wallasey)  said  that  when  a  resolu- 
tion was  sent  up  to  the  Council  for  consideration  it  was  the 
usual  procedure  to  receive  a  letter  in  which  they  were  thanked 
for  the  resolution,  which  would  be  placed  before  the  Council 
at  the  next  meeting.     That  was  all  they  heard. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Leggett  (Wallasey)  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Linstead  said  he  supposed  that  in  90  per  cent,  of  cases 
the  resolution  was  published  in  the  official  Journal,  but  from 
time  to  time  branches  send  resolutions  which  they  regarded 
as  private,  and  in  these  circumstances  it  would  be  rather  a 
pity  if  those  words  were  left  in.    This  suggestion  was  adopted. 

Co-option  to  the  Council 

The  Dartford  and  District  Branch  moved :  ' '  That  the  only 
method  by  which  a  member  may  be  co-opted  to  the  Council 
of  the  Society  should  be  that  of  selecting  the  candidate  next 
in  order  on  the  list  at  the  last  Council  election." 

Mr.  B.  E.  Manton  (Dartford),  in  moving  the  resolution, 
said  it  was  a  question  of  principle. 

Mr.  C.  R.  Knox  Mawer  (Wrexham)  suggested  that  some 
of  them  were  rather  worried  about  the  Council's  method  of 
co-opting  members.  He  strongly  resented  the  remarks  of  an 
important  official  of  the  Society  who  used  the  word  "  whim." 
He  thought  it  was  a  very  unjustified  word,  and  as  a  man  who, 
wisely  or  not,  had  offered  himself  as  a  candidate,  he  felt  that 
his  presence  on  the  Council  was  not  wanted.  He  seconded  the 
resolution. 

Mr.  H.  C.  Tristram  thought  that  to  pass  a  resolution  of 
this  kind  was  inadvisable  so  long  as  the  Council  did  not 
use  their  powers  of  co-option  unwisely. 

A  representative  from  Leeds  said  that  they  in  Leeds  had 
decided  to  support  this  proposition.  It  was  his  personal  view 
that  where  a  vacancy  occurred  on  the  Council,  that  vacancy 
should  not  be  filled  until  the  next  election.  The  members 
should  be  allowed  eight  votes,  and  the  person  eighth  on  the 
polling  list  should  be  duly  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  which 
had  occurred.    It  was  a  principle  of  democracy. 

The  President  hoped  that  the  meeting  would  not  attempt 
to  tie  the  Council's  hands  by  passing  this  resolution.  Since 
1843  co-option  had  existed  ;  their  founders  who  created  the 
Society  at  least  did  some  things  well,  and  co-option  was  one. 
If  they  passed  this  resolution  they  did  away  entirely  with 
co-option.  Supposing  they  had  eight  candidates,  probably 
seven  of  them  outstanding  persons  and  the  eighth  one  of 
those  irresponsible  candidates  who  crop  up  at  times  even  in 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  election.  That  would  mean  that 
this  person,  who  had  done  nothing  in  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy, who  had  spent  no  money  in  allowing  his  name  to  be 
put  on  the  list  but  had  a  certain  number  of  votes,  would 
have  to  be  put  on  the  Council. 

The  motion  was  defeated. 

Election  of  Representatives 

The  President  announced  the  result  of  the  voting  for  five 
representatives  to  consult  with  the  Organisation  Committee 
of  the  Council  as  follows: — Voting  papers  issued,  164  ; 
returned,  156  ;  not  accepted,  2  ;  valid,  154.  The  successful 
candidates  were: — Mr.  R.  G.  Knox  Mawer,  80;  Mr.  J.  L. 
Hirst,  68  ;  Mr.  W.  Spence  Culbert,  66  ;  Dr.  E.  G.  Bryant,  59  ; 
Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  58.  He  declared  those  five  gentlemen  elected. 

Mr.  G.  R.  Knox  Mawer  thanked  the  scrutineers  for  their 
work  and  pledged  himself  and  his  fellow  members  to  a  faithful 
discharge  of  the  duty  the  Conference  had  placed  upon  them. 

Mr.  C.  Davis  (Coventry)  expressed  on  behalf  of  the  meeting 
its  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  the  way  in  which  the  presi- 
dent had  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  two  days'  meetings. 

The  President  briefly  acknowledged  the  thanks  of  the 
meeting,  and  compHmented  those  present  on  raising  the  tone 
of  the  representatives'  meetings  "  very  considerably  above 
what  it  was  at  Bournemouth." 
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Epidemics  of  Cholera 


PUBLIC  INTEREST  in  epidemics  of  cholera,  which  during 
the  past  fifty  years  has  been  virtually  non-existent,  has 
suddenly  revived  in  consequence  of  the  serious  happwi- 
iugs  in  China  and  the  possibility  of  a  sequel  in  the  form  of  a 
widespread  outbreak  of  cholera.  Such  an  outbreak  would  tax 
local  medical  resources  to  the  utmost,  and  would  call  for 
prompt  assistance  from  other  areas.  According  to  a  tele- 
graphed report  in  "  The  Times  "  of  August  20,  250,000 
ampoules  of  anti-cholera  vaccine  have  already  been  sent  from 
Bandoeng  to  Hong  Kong.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  vaccine  therapy 
was,  in  the  case  of  cholera,  slow  to  gain  acceptance  when  Koch 
and  others  first  advocated  its  claims.  The  medical  profession 
of  that  day  was  frankly  sceptical  both  as  to  the  theory  on 
which  the  treatment  was  based  and  as  to  the  treatment  itself. 

Early  History 

During  the  eighties  of  the  past  century  more  than  one  of  our 
leading  medical  men  collated  records  and  statistics  relating  I0 
this  dangerous  and  often  fatal  disease.  One  of  the  shortest 
and  most  readable  of  their  summaries  is  the  annual  oration  of 
the  Medical  Society  of  London  delivered  on  May  7  1888,  by 
Sir  J.  Fayrer,  and  issued  in  book  form.  Dr.  John  Macpherson, 
in  his  "Annals  of  Cholera  "  published  four  years  earlier,  pointed 
out  that  the  word  itself  is  first  found  in  the  works  of  Hippo- 
crates. It  is  considered  by  these  authors,  however,  that  cholera 
— or  a  disease  closely  resembling  it,  for  diseases  may  not  remain 
true  to  type  indefinitely — was  known  in  Sanscrit  as  visuchika, 
by  Chinese  writers  as  Ho  louan,  in  Hindostanee  as  murree, 
and  in  Arabic  as  taom  or  wuba,  names  which  are  obviously 
transliterations  of  varying  accuracy.  Cholera  is  mentioned  by 
Latin  authors  from  Celsus  onwards,  by  Rhazes,  Avicenna, 
John  of  Gaddesden  and  others  during  the  Middle  Ages  ;  but 
records  of  visitations  up  to  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century  are 
scanty.  The  first  definite  observation  of  the  disease  in  India 
was  made  in  1503,  and  the  first  epidemic  that  has  been  de- 
scribed occurred  at  Goa  in  1543.  Although  Sydenham  wrote  of 
"  a  new  fever  "  in  London  in  1685-86,  there  was  no  important 
epidemic  of  cholera  in  Europe  during  the  eighteenth  century, 
and  comparatively  little  in  India.  The  disease,  however,  was 
by  no  means  unknown  in  the  East  before  the  more  disastrous 
visitations  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Macpherson  has  a  table 
of  known  outbreaks  in  and  near  India  extending  to  more  than 
two  pages  of  his  book,  with  the  following  years  indicated  as 
epidemic  years:  1661,  1681-84,  i757.  1768-69,  1781,  1783, 
1792,  1794- 

In  Great  Britain  during  the  Nineteenth  Century 

Charles  Creighton  remarks,  in  his  "History  of  Epidemics  in 
Britain,"  that  the  Indian  or  Asiatic  cholera  which  first  showed 
itself  on  British  soil  at  Sunderland  in  October  183 1  was  a 
new  disease  in  a  more  real  sense  than  anything  in  this  country 
since  the  sweating  sickness  of  1485.  English  medical  men, 
however, 

' '  had  been  hearing  a  good  deal  about  it  for  some  years 
before  it  reached  our  shores.    The  outbreak  in  Lower  Bengal 
in  1817,  from  which  the  modern  history  of  cholera  dates, 
had  been  the  subject  of  reports  and  essays  by  Anglo-Indian 
physicians  and  surgeons.  .  .  .  Various  essays  upon  it  [i.e., 
cholera]   issued  from  the  English  press  between  182 1  and 
1830  ;  and  in  1825  it  appeared  for  the  first  time,  and  at 
considerable  length,  in  the  pages  of  .  .  .  the  new  edition  of 
Dr.  Mason  Good's  'Study  of  Medicine.' 
Pharmacists  will  remember  the  name  of  Dr.  Mason  Good  in 
connexion  with  the  prolonged  controversy  between  apothe- 
caries and  others  which  went  on  for  a  considerable  period  in  the 
early  years  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

Even  before  the  date  accepted  as  that  of  the  first  clearly 
diagnosed  case  of  Asiatic  cholera  in  this  country  there  had 
been  suspicious  cases  among  "  the  indigenous  cholera  of  the 
country,"  and  some  of  these  cases  may  have  been  forerunners 
of  the  first  epidemic.  At  any  rate,  warning  messages  from 
influential  correspondents  abroad  led  the  Government  of  the 
day  to  take  certain  preventive  steps,  such  as  an  order  for 
quarantine  for  vessels  arriving  from  certain  ports.  On  June  21 
a  Board  of  Health  was  gazetted,  with  Sir  Henry  Halford,  M.D., 
as  president.  The  Board  issued  a  statement  to  the  public  which 
is  quoted  in  "The  Annual  Register  "  for  1831.  Among  the 
remedies  recommended  were  white  wine  whey  with  spice,  hot 


brandy  and  water,  sal  volatile,  essential  oils  such  as  those  of 
peppermint,  clove  or  cajuput,  and  in  very  severe  cases  from 
20  to  40  drops  of  laudanum.  Voluntary  Boards  of  Health  were 
formed  in  various  parts  of  the  country  during  the  summer. 
The  Government  also  commissioned  two  medical  men  to  proceed 
to  Russia  and  report  on  the  disease  then  epidemic  in  that 
country — a  hazardous  task,  it  may  be  supposed. 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  Asiatic  cholera  entered  Sunder- 
land by  contact  with  crews  of  ships  using  the  port,  though  the 
exact  source  was  never  traced.  The  parish  had  then  a  popula- 
tion of  18,916  ;  and  whereas  in  November  and  December  1830 
the  burials  had  numbered  39  and  76  respectively,  the  corre- 
sponding figures  for  November  and  December  1831  were  122 
and  127.  By  the  following  April  the  infection  had  spread,  on 
a  comparable  scale,  to  other  parts  of  England  and  Scotland : 
detailed  statistics  for  such  centres  as  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
are  given  by  Creighton.  Ireland,  too,  was  severely  hit,  and 
something  like  a  panic  arose  in  more  than  one  place.  London 
was  for  a  time  relatively  free,  but  eventually  a  total  of  11,020 
cases,  with  5,275  deaths,  was  recorded:  the  high  percentage 
of  deaths  will  be  observed.  It  appears  that  the  worst  area 
in  England  was  Bilston  and  the  neighbouring  towns  and 
villages.  At  Bilston  itself,  with  a  population  of  14,492,  there 
were  during  seven  weeks  in  1832  no  fewer  than  3,568  attacks, 
with  742  deaths.  For  comparison  it  may  be  mentioned  that 
in  Liverpool,  the  population  of  which  was  then  230,000,  there 
were  4,912  attacks,  with  1,523  deaths. 

The  second  epidemic,  that  of  1848-49,  broke  out  almost 
simultaneously  in  Edinburgh  and  Newhaven.  The  Edinburgh 
outbreak  lasted  till  the  latter  part  of  January  1849 ;  801 
attacks,  with  478  deaths,  were  recorded — again  a  high  per- 
centage of  deaths.  In  London  the  main  outburst  did  not  begin 
till  the  summer  of  1849.  In  various  parts  of  the  country  the 
efforts  of  the  inspectors  sent  round  by  the  Board  of  Health  were 
largely  directed  to  ascertaining  the  causes  of  what  was  then 
called  "premonitory"  diarrhoea  and  insisting  on  the  im- 
portance of  checking  it  lest  it  should  turn  to  true  cholera.  This 
precept  found  its  way  to  the  labels  for  cholera  and  diarrhoea 
mixtures  sold  by  chemists,  which  usually  mentioned  the  Board 
of  Health  as  the  authority  for  the  formula  used  and  called  the 
attention  of  purchasers  to  the  importance  of  taking  diarrhoea 
seriously.  As  in  the  first  visitation,  the  poor  and  low-lying 
districts  of  large  centres  of  population  were  the  most  severely 
affected. 

The  third  and  fourth  epidemics  in  this  country  belong  to  the 
years  1853-54  ^^'^  1865-66  respectively.  They  reproduced  the 
familiar  features  of  the  first  two  outbreaks.  In  the  London 
cholera  of  1854  the  Soho  district  felt  the  full  incidence  of  serious 
cases,  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  being  12.8  per  1,000,  com- 
pared with  6.0  per  1,000  for  London  as  a  whole.  A  strenuous 
controversy  arose  over  the  Broad  Street  pump,  from  which 
many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parishes  involved  were  in  the 
habit  of  obtaining  their  drinking  water.  In  that  year  Parlia- 
ment took  a  hand,  and  by  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1854,  a  body  known  as  the  General  Board  of  Health  was 
set  up.  This  Board,  the  successor  to  the  first  Board,  is  of 
historical  importance  as  the  predecessor  in  certain  respects  of 
the  Local  Government  Board  which  was  created  in  1871  and  in 
its  turn  gave  place  to  the  present  Ministry  of  Health  in  1919. 
The  fourth  cholera  epidemic  in  this  country  was  severe  in  Eng- 
land, accounting  for  a  total  of  14,378  deaths,  but  was  light  in 
Scotland  and  Ireland. 

Epidemics  in  India  < 

A  brief  reference  must  be  made  to  outbreaks  of  cholera  in 
India,  where  deaths  took  place  on  a  large  scale  from  time  to 
time  as  the  sequel.  This  subject  is  dealt  with  by  H.  W.  Bellew 
in  a  volume  of  839  pages.  Cholera  can  be  traced  in  India  from 
early  times.  During  the  Hurdwar  festival  of  1783  about  20,000 
pilgrims  died,  it  is  stated,  in  eight  days.  From  about  1817 
onwards  the  infection  became,  Creighton  writes,  "a  seasonal 
product  of  the  soil  of  Lower  Bengal  year  after  year,  and  at 
the  same  time  began  to  range  widely  beyond  its  '  endemic 
area  '  to  other  provinces  of  India,  beyond  the  North-West 
Frontier  to  Central  Asia  and  to  Europe,  and  across  the  Ocean 
to  America."  It  is  only  of  late  years  that  this  ghastly  disease 
has  yielded  to  the  control  resulting  from  prolonged  and 
purposeful  research.

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The  Branches 

are 

Growing  Stronger 

Judged  by  the  reports  of  the  two  branch  representatives' 
meetings  held  in  connexion  with  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  at  Liverpool  on  July  27  and  28  (C.  &>  D., 
August  21,  p.  231,  and  August  28,  p.  249),  the  voices  of 
the  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  have  been  used 
to  better  advantage  this  year  than  ever  before.  It  is  an 
indication  that  the  trade  to-day  is  waking  up,  and  the 
question  arises  how  much  longer  it  will  be  fobbed  off  either 
by  threats,  pleadings  or  promises.  The  resolutions  them- 
selves were  thoroughly  discussed,  and  the  ultimate  outcome 
will  be  awaited  with  interest. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  resolutions  was  that  put 
forward  by  the  Birmingham  Branch ;  this  was  to  deprecate 
the  system  of  allowing  access  to  the  Register  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  otherwise  than  by  examinations 
conducted  by  the  Society.  It  may  perhaps  be  said  with 
more  than  a  modicum  of  truth  that  in  cases  of  difficulty 
the  Council  always  calls  upon  the  secretary  to  deal  with 
them  in  accordance  with  an  old  pharmaceutical  custom. 
An  occasion  arose  in  regard  to  this  Birmingham  resolution ; 
according  to  the  report,  the  secretary  stated  that  "  the 
policy  of  the  Council  had  been  that  it  was  a  far  better 
thing  that  they  should  bring  these  people  (Bachelors  of 
Pharmacy)  on  to  the  Register  and  keep  them  under  control 
than  leave  them  alone  to  build  up  a  qualification  outside 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  because  it  would  not  be  long 
before  they  would  begin  to  exert  pressure  and  engage  in  un- 
qualified practice."   Surely  it  is  time  that  this  panic  doctrine 

of  the  "  either  you  give  way,  or  "  type,  so  assiduously 

preached  to  pharmacists  of  an  earlier  period,  should  be 
scrapped.  Later,  in  reply  to  Mr.  W.  F.  Hay,  of  Aberdeen, 
the  secretary  stated  that  over  the  last  ten  years  possibly 
sixty  or  seventy  Bachelors  of  Pharmacy  had  come  on  the 
Register.    There  were  practically  none  who  had  not  come 


on  the  Register.  The  refusal  to  admit  eight  men  per 
annum  to  the  Register  cannot  possibly  be  fraught  with 
much  danger  to  a  trade  already  menaced  by  much  fiercer 
competitors  than  university  graduates  are  ever  likely  to  be. 
The  main  point  to  be  noted  is  that  a  principle  has  been 
waived ;  and  since  dilution  of  the  Register  is  accepted  from 
the  universities,  what  argument  is  the  Council  of  the  Society 
to  put  forward  if  such  dilution  is  suggested  from  other 
quarters  if  and  when  pharmacy  is  defined  ? 

Another  interesting  point  in  the  discussion  was  regarding 
the  legal  position  of  the  chemist  who  is  registered  as  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons.  According  to  the  secretary, 
the  law,  although  involved,  is  quite  clear;  but  his  brief 
exposition  will  not  easily  convince  many  registered 
pharmacists  that  the  new  poisons  law  is  equitable  in  its 
application.  As  the  secretary  himself  pointed  out  .earlier 
in  the  proceedings,  everything  depends  on  what  the  word 
"  comprises  "  means  (this  in  relation  to  "  ....  [if]  an 
individual  chemist  or  chain  store  or  co-operative  society 
[is]  carrying  on  a  business  which  comprises  the  retail  sale 
of  drugs  and  no  chemist  is  in  charge,  then  he  is  open  to 
prosecution.  .  .")  Since  the  law  applies  equally  to  everyone, 
any  unqualified  vendor  may  carry  on  business  as  a  drug- 
store proprietor  without  laying  himself  open  to  prosecution 
provided  he  does  not  sell  or  stock  poisons.  The  equahty 
principle  presupposes  that  the  registered  pharmacist  has  the 
same  right  to  carry  on  a  branch  business  as  a  drug  store. 
Only  a  High  Court  decision,  presumably,  can  settle  this 
question;  and  if  Mr.  J.  T.  Appleton's  experience  that  the 
Council  is  "still  considering"  his  offer  to  provide  a  test 
case  in  1908  is  any  guide,  it  will  be  many  years  before  a 
decision  is  reached. 

Taken  as  a  whole,  the  resolutions  constitute  a  good 
augury  for  the  rising  interest  in  pharmaceutical  affairs 
shown  by  the  trade  generally.  New  candidates  will  be 
encouraged  to  come  forward,  and  provided  they  have  a 
concrete  programme  to  offer  the  trade  for  improved 
conditions,  their  election  appeal  next  May  is  less  likely  to 
be  treated  in  any  "  whimsical  "  manner  by  those  who  vote. 

A  Health  Insurance  Digest 

The  Ministry  of  Health  report  for  the  year  ended  March  31, 
1937,  extracts  of  which  were  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  last  week 
(p.  221),  will  be  read  with  mixed  feelings  by  the  chemist 
under  contract  with  the  Ministry.  Let  him  consider  the 
following  figures  : — ■ 

The  total  amount  of  contributions  received  was 
;^24, 264,000,  against  ;/^23, 141,000  in  1935.  Compared  with 
1932  the  revenue  for  1936  has  increased  by  approximately 
;^3,ooo,ooo.  During  the  year  under  review  about  16,000 
doctors  were  under  contract  to  give  medical  attention  to 
15,403,000  insured  persons.  Each  medical  man  received 
an  approximate  sum  of  ;^430,  whereas  each  of  the  12,000 
chemists  who  contracted  to  supply  medicines  and  appliances 
received  an  average  of  only  ;^I74  each — ingredients  ;^84, 
dispensing  fees  approximately  £go.  This  sum  includes  the 
cost  of  drugs  and  appliances,  overhead  charges  and 
dispensing  fees.  Rather  more  than  5  per  cent,  of  the 
dispensing  fees  payable  was  discounted,  that  is  to  say, 
the  average  amount  paid  for  the  actual  services  of  the 
pharmacist  for  insurance  dispensing  amounts  to  less  than 
£100  per  annum. 

Turning  to  the  position  in  Wales,  during  1936  there  were 
803  chemists  under  agreement  with  the  Welsh  Insurance 
Committees,  and  they  received  an  average  of  approximately 
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£ii6  each,  this  sum  including  dispensing  fees,  medicines 
and  overhead  charges.  A  point  is  made  in  the  report  that 
despite  the  discounting  of  5-407  per  cent.,  dispensing  fees 
were  ;{3,458  more  than  they  were  in  1935,  approximately 
a  sum  of  per  head.  This  amount  presumably  will  be 
held  to  balance  a  discounting  charge  of  approximately 
£2,2,00,  a  pretty  sum  to  be  withheld  for  all  extra  work 
entailed.  Even  the  most  cursory  examination  of  these 
figures  reveals  a  state  of  affairs  in  Government  contracts 
which,  so  far  as  we  know,  is  unparalleled.  Whatever  means 
are  necessary  to  achieve  the  object,  the  discounting  clause 
must  be  abolished. 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union,  as  the  representa- 
tives of  the  dispensing  chemists,  agreed  to  the  continuance 
of  this  discounting  clause  on  November  25,  1935  (C.  6-  D., 
December  7,  1935,  p.  672).  At  that  time,  it  was  stated  that 
the  Ministry  of  Health  had  indicated  that  if  the  chemist 
were  to  have  the  right  to  terminate  the  contract  at  the  end 
of  three  years,  then  the  Ministry  must  also  have  a  similar 
right.  At  the  same  time  it  was  agreed  to  accept  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Ministry  to  increase  the  amount  withheld  from 
dispensing  fees  from  5  per  cent,  to  10  per  cent,  during  the 
remaining  three  months  of  the  year.  When  a  conference  of 
delegates  was  held  on  January  29,  1936,  in  London  (C.  &.  D., 
February  8,  1936,  p.  154),  no  public  statement  was  issued 
in  regard  to  the  contract  which  had  so  recently  been 
accepted. 

The  medical  profession,  on  the  other  hand,  has  a  much 
pleasanter  outlook  to  face.  It  was  announced  recently  by 
the  Minister  of  Health,  Sir  Kingsley  Wood,  who  never 
misses  an  opportunity  of  directing  attention  to  the  satisfac- 
tory state  in  which  National  Health  Insurance  is  found, 
that  new  arrangements  have  been  made  for  refresher 
courses  for  insurance  practitioners.  This  scheme  has  been 
advocated  by  the  British  Medical  Association  for  some  time, 
and  it  means  that  every  insurance  practitioner  will  be 
entitled  to  undergo  once  in  every  five  years  a  thoroughly 
practical  post-graduate  course ;  his  fees,  travelling  and 
living  expenses  will  be  paid  and,  in  addition,  a  full-time 
locum  tenens  will  be  provided  to  look  after  his  practice 
during  his  absence.  The  result  will  be  seen,  it  is  hoped,  in 
the  attainment  of  a  higher  standard  of  health  of  the  whole 
community.  The  medical  man  will  have  an  opportunity 
of  learning  the  latest  methods  of  treatment,  and  so  will  be 
the  better  able  to  prescribe  the  more  expensive  medicaments 
which  go  with  the  treatment.  The  question  which  arises 
is  :  Must  an  impoverished  drug  fund  continue  to  subsidise 
the  scheme  for  an  improved  medical  service  ?  This  is  a 
matter  which  no  doubt  the  N.P.U.  is  considering.  In  the 
meantime,  chemists  have  an  opportunity  of  examining  the 
question  for  themselves,  and  presumably  will  have  some- 
thing to  say  during  the  forthcoming  winter  session. 

Far  East  Products 

With  the  unhappy  development  of  the  dispute  between  China 
and  Japan  the  attention  of  the  trade  has  been  focused  on  the 
important  natural  products  that  are  obtained  from  those 
countries  ;  this  has  been  particularly  so  in  the  case  of  Chinese 
commodities.  The  position  here  is  somewhat  aggravated  by  the 
fact  that  spot  supplies  of  most  Chinese  articles  are  by  no  means 
large.  Anise  (Star)  oil,  rhubarb  and  Tonquin  musk  are' typical 
instances.  According  to  reports,  conditions  at  Tientsin  and 
Shanghai,  so  far  as  commerce  is  concerned,  are  quite  hopeless, 
and  there  is  little  likelihood  of  any  further  shipments  being 
made  for  the  time  being.  Unfortunately,  there  is  no  alterna- 
tive source  of  supply  for  most  of  these  products.  Spot 
values  have  naturally  hardened,  and  those  consumers  who  have 


bought  up  more  than  they  would  have  done  under  normal 
conditions  have  only  assisted  this  movement.  So  far  similar 
conditions  have  not  developed  in  the  Japanese  products.  While 
some  of  these  markets  are  certainly  better,  as,  for  instance, 
peppermint  oil  and  menthol,  there  is  nothing  to  suggest  that 
supplies  may  be  cut  off  or  that  shipment  prices  will  move  but 
very  little,  if  at  all,  on  account  of  the  troubles  on  Chinese 
territory.  There  is,  of  course,  the  possibility  that  the  regular 
sailings  of  cargo  boats  from  Japanese  ports  may  be  restricted. 

Trade  with  Rhodesia 

A  NOTE  from  one  of  our  subscribers  in  Rhodesia  suggests  that 
the  British  manufacturers  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals, 
cosmetics,  essences  and  similar  products  have  yet  to  appreciate 
to  the  full  the  great  developments  that  have  taken  place  in 
that  country  during  the  past  twenty  years.  It  is  not  so  very 
many  years  ago  that  the  mention  of  Rhodesia  brought  to  mind 
one  thing — big  game  hunting.  To-day,  the  position  is  vastly 
different :  the  white  population  has  increased  considerably 
and  the  natural  resources  of  the  country  have  been  developed. 
It  is  now,  it  is  claimed,  a  market  capable  of  consuming  sub- 
stantial quantities  of  British  goods  and  one  well  worth  in- 
vestigation by  the  home  manufacturer.  Our  correspondent 
indicates  that  many  exporting  houses  have  no  representative 
in  Rhodesia,  being  satisfied  to  cater  for  this  market  through 
their  representatives  in  Johannesburg,  which  is  some  800  miles 
from  Salisbury. 


Prescription  Problem 

THE  prescription  problem  set  in  our  issue  of  August  14 
(p.  197)  proved  to  be  so  difficult  that  we  have  had  to 
go  back  nearly  eight  years  to  find  a  parallel.  Then, 
as  now,  no  one  deciphered  every  line  correctly,  and  apparently 
the  only  person  who  knew  the  exact  transcription  was  the 
sender.  On  this  occasion,  omitting  (as  usual)  the  "  R,"  we 
are  dealing  with  ;  —

Almost  every  competitor  has  read  the  "  T.D.S."  and  the  total 
quantity  correctly,  but  there  are  a  few  variants.  Among  them 
are  Aq.  Chlor.  3j-  T.d.s.;  Sig:  small  sj.  t  d  s.;  Td  s.e  aq.  5iv. 
As  to  the  preparation  ordered,  three  cards  show  an  approxima- 
tion with  linctus  morph.  hydrochlor.  :  we  regret  that,  for 
obvious  reasons,  we  cannot  offer  prizes  for  these.  Some  of  the 
solutions  offered  are  so  wide  of  the  mark  that  we  think  they 
are  of  general  interest  as  indicating  that  chemists  still  have  to 
puzzle  over  doctors'  calligraphy  :  —

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A  Criticism  of  Pharmaceutical  Matters 

By  F.  W.  Yeomans 


THIS  little  article  is  intended  to  be  no  more  than  a 
brief  resume  of  topics  of  large  and  unfortunately  increas- 
ing dimensions,  and  whilst  written  in  the  form  of,  I 
hope,  constructive  criticism,  nobody  need  be  so  foolish  as  to 
suppose  that  any  attack  is  here  intended  upon  the  Society  or 
any  other  body  mentioned.  The  position  in  which  pharmacy 
finds  itself  to-day  is  not  an  occasion  for  aggression  but  for 
s)'mpathetic  co-operation  and  understanding  among  all  who 
practise  any  branch  of  pharmacy,  whether  retail  or  wholesale, 
manufacturing  or  hospital,  administrative  or  academic  ;  and 
I  hope  that  all  who  read  this  article  will  endeavour  to  interpret 
the  motives  by  which  I  am  prompted  to  write  as  an  honest 
endeavour  to  commence  a  movement  which  can  pursue  a  con- 
structive policy  in  pharmaceutical  matters  and  lead  pharmacy 
out  of  the  morass  and  confusion  in  which  it  now  finds  itself. 

To  deal  adequately  with  all  the  matters  in  a  brief  space  is 
not  an  easy  task  ;  but  let  us  first  consider  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  Council  is  at  present  experiencing 
changes  in  its  personnel  and  is  likely  to  suffer  further  altera- 
tions among  its  members.    It  is  unfortunate  that  the  war  years 

have  robbed  us  of  certain  men 
who  would  have  been  available 
for  this  responsible  duty,  and 
would  have  now  been  at  a 
mature  age  with  sufficient  ex- 
perience to  enable  them  to  fill 
the  gaps  which  will  eventually 
be  caused  by  the  loss  of  several 
of  our  older  members  ;  men  who 
have  the  wisdom  of  experience 
even  if,  by  the  very  nature  of 
things,  they  lack  an  under- 
standing of  present-day  prob- 
lems and  the  energy  and  enthu- 
siasm of  younger  men.  In  this 
matter  I  feel  the  electorate  have 
misinterpreted  the  intentions 
of  our  esteemed  and  capable 
treasurer  when  at  the  June 
meeting  of  the  Council  he 
warned  the  electorate  regarding 
the  changes  in  the  Council.  It 
is  essential  that  younger  men 
should  be  found,  but  they  must 
be  of  the  right  calibre,  with  broad  experience  and  steady  judg- 
ment ;  men  able  to  take  responsibility,  for  more  and  more  will 
the  Society  be  called  upon  to  negotiate  with  other  bodies, 
Government  departments  and  such  like.  An  attempt  should  be 
made  at  making  the  Council  representative  of  all  pharmaceutical 
interests. 

The  Society  and  its  executive  officers  can  be  our  next  con- 
sideration. Since  the  new  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  came  into 
force  they  are  called  upon  to  perform  duties  of  an  important  and 
far-reaching  character,  and  it  seems  opportune  that  a  word  of 
warning  should  be  given  concerning  the  encroachments  of 
bureaucracy.  Lord  Hewart,  in  his  book,  "  The  New 
Despotism,"  outlines  the  creed  of  an  ardent  bureaucrat,  and 
his  first  three  points  are :  — 

(1)  The  business  of  the  executive  is  to  govern. 

(2)  The  only  persons  fit  to  govern  are  experts. 

(3)  Experts  in  the  art  of  government  are  permanent  officials 
who,  exhibiting  an  ancient  and  much  neglected  virtue, 
"  think  themselves  worthy  of  great  things,  being  worthy." 

The  Society  has  now  to  administer  the  law  and,  again  quoting 
Tord  Hewart, 

' '  There  are  no  rules  or  principles  which  can  be  said  to  be 
rules  or  principles  of  this  astonishing  variety  of  administra- 
tive '  law,'  nor  is  there  any  regular  course  of  procedure  for 
its  application.  It  is  possible,  no  doubt,  that  the  public 
official  who  decides  questions  in  pursuance  of  the  powers 
given  to  his  department  does  act,  or  persuades  himself  that 
he  acts,  on  some  general  rules  or  principles.  But  if  so  they 
are  entirely  unknown  to  anybody  outside  the  department." 

One  wonders  whether  our  executive  officers  are  subconsciously 
more  concerned  with  the  new  powers  which  have  been  forced 
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upon  them  than  the  welfare  of  the  Society's  members  whom 
they  serve,  and  whether  there  is  not  a  danger  that  the  policy 
of  the  Society  may  be  determined  by  these  officials.  This 
danger  is  inherent  in  most  forms  of  so-called  democratic  govern- 
ment, and  I  need  hardly  say  that  no  reflection  on  the  Society's 
officers  is  intended  by  these  observations. 

Before  passing  on  to  the  problems  of  retail  pharmacy,  in 
which  the  majority  of  pharmacists  are  engaged,  I  am 
prompted,  in  view  of  the  apparent  confusion  of  thought  and 
certain  resolutions  presented  at  the  delegates'  meetings  at  the 
Liverpool  Conference,  to  mention  "  the  Test  Case  " — Jenkin  v. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  \\hich  the  judgment  given 
included  the  following :  — 

That  it  is  not  within  the  objects  powers  or  purposes  of  the 
Society  to:  Regulate  the  hours  of  business  of  members. 
Regulate  the  wages  and  conditions  of  employment  as  be- 
tween masters  and  their  employees.  Regulate  the  prices  at 
which  members  shall  sell  their  goods.  Insure  and  effect  in- 
surances of  members  of  the  Society  against  errors,  neglect 
and  misconduct  of  employees  and  against  fire,  burglary, 
damage  to  plate-glass  and  generally  against  insurable  risks, 
or  to  spend  any  part  of  its  funds  upon  the  promotion,  estab- 
lishment and  work  of  the  Industrial  Council  Committee  for 
the  drug  trade  or  industry. 

As  a  result  of  this  judgment  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union  became  the  body  for  dealing  with  matters  of  this  nature, 
and  it  is  regrettable  that  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  this  time  were  of  the  opinion  that  National  Health 
Insurance  dispensing  should  be  placed  under  its  jurisdiction, 
because,  according  to  the  constitution  of  the  L^nion,  it  cannot 
represent  the  chain  store  chemists. 

Extension  of  Health  Services 

It  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Scheme  will  be  extended  to  include  more  and  more  of  the 
population,  and  it  would  be  most  unreasonable  not  to  presume 
that  the  health  services  of  the  nation  will  be  extended  by  any 
Government,  whatever  their  politics.  Therefore  pharmacy 
should  stake  its  claim  now  and  ensure  for  itself  a  paramount 
position  in  these  services  with  consequent  recognition  of,  and 
adequate  remuneration  for,  its  responsibilities  and  duties.  Dis- 
counting must  go  and  better  terms  must  be  secured  ;  but 
achievement  of  this  can  only  be  hoped  for  by  having  a  united 
front.  To  wait  for  the  Society  to  obtain  powers  under  a 
Pharmacy  Bill  is  in  my  opinion  an  ill-advised  delay  ;  but  the 
setting  up  of  a  Committee  of  Inquirv  representing  all  interests 
would  be  well  worth  consideration.  The  stupendousness  of  the 
task  must  not  be  underestimated,  and  it  would  be  necessary 
to  obtain  the  support  of  public  opinion  in  the  country  and  the 
support  of  every  possible  member  of  Parliament,  whilst  the 
sympathy  of  the  vested  interests  would  be  essential. 

This  Committee  of  Inquiry  could  also  deal  with  all  other 
problems — the  reservation  of  dispensing  to  chemists,  that  much- 
discussed  question  of  wages  (and  not  only  the  employee  but 
the  proprietor  chemist  is  insufficiently  rewarded  for  his  task). 
Pharmacists  should  have  the  sole  right  to  sell  all  medicinal 
commodities.  Prices  should  be  standardised  at  a  higher  and 
more  profitable  level  to  meet  the  increasing  expenses  of  con- 
ducting the  business.  Consideration  could  be  given  to  a  new 
Pharmacy  Bill  and  to  parliamentary  representation.  Proprie- 
tary medicines  subject  to  Poisons  Regulations  should  carry  an 
adequate  rate  of  profit  in  respect  of  the  responsibility  of  sell- 
ing them.  Such  questions  as  status,  hours  of  employment, 
pension  .scheme,  and  the  hundred  and  one  things  which  chemists 
vaguely  talk  about  and  confuse  the  issue  will  quickly  be 
answered  or  eliminated  if  the  major  problems  are  settled  first. 

Pharmacy  is  in  the  melting  pot,  and  the  next  few  years  will 
probably  decide  the  survival  or  disappearance  of  any  recogni- 
tion which  we  now  have,  let  alone  the  securing  of  further 
privileges.  I  appeal  to  all  to  foster  a  spirit  of  goodwill.  It  is 
possible  for  the  company  chemist  and  the  private  chemist  to 
exist  side  by  side,  and  mutually  assist  each  other.  Particularly 
do  I  appeal  to  all  young  pharmacists  to  attend  the  meetings  of 
their  local  associations,  to  take  an  active  part,  and  stir  phar- 
macv  out  of  its  apathy  and  despondency. 
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Improved  Methods  of  Shop  Lighting 


CHEMISTS  are  more  and  more  appreciating  the  value  of 
controlled  light,  which  ensures  that  the  rays  from 
the  lamps  are  directed  where  they  are  most  required. 
The  illuminating  equipment,  if  visible,  is  of  the  simplest 
possible  design  and  in  harmony  with  the  general  decora- 
tive scheme.  The  four  main  methods  of  controlling  light 
direction  in  use  to-day  are  reflection,  absorption,  re- 
fraction, and  diffusion.  Examples  of  each  method  will  be 
described.  Some  of  the  latest  hghting  systems  embodying 
one  or  more  of  these  media  of  distribution  enable  better  light 
to  be  obtained  with  fewer  lamps.  No  longer  is  efficiency 
measured  by  the  number  of  lamps  or  the  wattage  figure,  but 
by  the  candle-power  upon  the  display  area  or  working  plane, 
as  determined  by  instruments  for  measuring  candle-power. 
The  position  of  the  merchandise  or  of  the  selling  or  dispensing 
activities  of  the  staff  need  not  be  governed  by  the  position  of 
the  lamps,  for  to-day  easy  adjustability  and  flexibility  are 
achieved  by  devices  of  the  lighting  engineer.  It  is  no  exaggera- 
tion to  say  that  the  chemist  can  now  bend  light  to  his 
requirements.  On  the  one  hand  prismatic  glass  enables  the 
rays  to  be  redirected  by  refraction  at  a  different  angle,  and 
on  the  other  there  are  the  various  forms  of  strip  and  tubular 
hghting. 

Elimination  of  Glare 

A  device  now  frequently  adopted  for  shop  interior  illumina- 
tion employs  a  calculated  combination  of  louvres  and  reflectors 
to  produce  a  high  intensity  where '  the  light  is  most  needed, 
while  avoiding  the  harmful  and  unpleasant  effects  of  glare. 
These  annular  or  louvred  fittings,  which  are  obtainable  in 
several  forms,  are  an  example  of  the  use  of  absorption  for 
assisting  the  control  of  hght,  since  the  rings  absorb  any  rays 
that  might  otherwise  be  spilled  outwards.  A  somewhat  similar 
type  of  shop  lighting  unit  which  combines  a  high-intensity 
illumination  with  a  sufficiently  low  surface-brightness  to  pre- 
vent glare  from  becoming  evident  consists  basically  of  an 
upper  dome  of  opalescent  glassware,  and  a  lower  stepped 
portion  of  heat-resisting  clear  glass,  held  together  by  a  metal 
retaining-band.    The  effect  of  the  dome  is  to  reflect  the  largest

proportion  of  the  light  in  the  lower  hemisphere  while  permit- 
ting a  proportion  to  be  transmitted  into  the  upper  hemisphere 
for  ceiling  illumination.  The  stepped  bottom  glass,  being 
clear,  offers  the  minimum  absorption  to  the  reflected  light, 
and  a  baffle  to  the  direct  glare  of  the  filament  is  provided  by 
two  rings  of  opalescent  glass  specially  fitted  for  this  purpose. 
To  ensure  that  the  illumination  is  properly  diffused,  the  ring 
connecting  the  top  and  bottom  units  holds  a  diffusing  cup, 
which  may  be  of  either  frosted  or  opalescent  glass  according  to 
the  degree  of  diffusion  required.  This  assembly  of  various 
kinds  and  shapes  of  glassware  is  held  by  the  neck  of  the  upper 
portion  in  a  metal  carrier  or  canopy,  and  access  to  the  lamps 
is  afforded  by  lowering  the  glassware  from  the  carrier.  In- 
terior lighting  units  made  up  on  these  lines  are  obtainable  for 
suspension  by  rods  or  chains,  or  for  ceiling  fitting,  while  win- 
dow units  can  be  obtained  for  oblique  lighting  from  the 
junction  of  the  ceiling  and  the  glass,  or  for  direct  overhead 
lighting  from  recesses  in  the  false  ceiling.  For  the  former  the 
totally  enclosed  units  are  fitted  to  brackets  by  means  of  a 
special  attachment  which  enables  the  angle  to  be  adjusted 
so  that  the  unit  directs  light  wherever  it  is  most  required.  For 
the  false  ceilings  a  unit  similar  to  those  used  inside  the  shop 
is  employed.  Examples  of  this  type  of  lighting  unit,  for  window 


and  interior  respectively,  are  shown  in  figure  i.  Window 
units  are  obtainable  in  diameters  of  8  in.  and  12  in.;  interior 
units  in  four  sizes:  12  in.,  14  in.,  16  in.,  and  20  in.  A  com- 
pact system  of  lighting  well  worth  studying  is  one  which  allows 
half  the  lamps  in  the  window  to  be  turned  off  after  closing 
hours,  without  resulting  in  "  patchy  "  lighting  of  the  display. 
This  is  effected  by  means  of  parabolic  reflectors  sunk  into  a 
splayed  panel  at  the  angle  of  the  plate-glass  and  the  ceiling 
(fig.  2).  The  shallowness  of  these  reflectors  makes  them  par- 
ticularly suitable  for  use  in  windows  with  low  or  false  ceilings.

and  also  ensures  an  even  distribution  of  light.  The  shape  of  a 
diffusing  body,  such  as  an  opalescent  glass  globe,  has  an  im- 
portant influence  in  the  control  of  the  form  as  well  as  the  area 
of  light  distribution.  In  one  system,  the  softly  diffusing 
qualities  of  a  pearl  type  glassware  of  special  shape  are  com- 
bined with  an  internally  fitted  reflector.  This  system  of  in- 
ternal reflection  is  also  remarkably  effective  for  lighting  from 
false  laylights,  a  form  of  illumination  hitherto  seldom  employed 
by  chemists  though  becoming  increasingly  popular  in  the  shops 
of  many  other  trades. 

Pendant  Lighting 

At  one  time  it  looked  as  though  pendant  lighting  for  shops 
was  going  out  of  favour.  A  designed  form  of  illumination 
came  into  frequent  use  in  the  form  of  luminous  wall  or  ceiling 
panels,  false  laylights, 
tubular  lamps,  and  so 
on.  It  was  discovered, 
however,  that,  by 
efficiency  standards, 
totally-enclosing  pen- 
dant or  (in  the  case  of 
low  ceilinged  shops) 
close  -  fitted  ceiling 
units  were  equally  if 
not  more  satisfactory 
and,  on  the  whole,  leas 
costly  than  the  more 
impressive  built-in,  in- 
direct or  designed  sys- 
tems. Improvements 
are  continually  being 
introduced  into  pen- 
dant units.  One  maker 
offers  drum-shaped 
globes  of  peach-tinted 
glass,  with  ornamental 
etched  borders  sur- 
mounted by  chro- 
mium -  plated  discs. 
Other  types  are  of 
opalescent  or  sand- 
blasted glass  with 
shallow  drums  in  tiers 
of  diminishing  dia- 
meter, like  inverted 
wedding  cakes,  the 
lower  tier  having  a 
fluted  edge.  Several 
encircling   the  drum,

new  designs  have  glass  fins  or  discs- 
or  projecting  from  the  lower  surface- 
(fig.  3).    The  globes  of  these  units  have  varying  diameters  and 
take  lamps  of  from  sixty  watts  upwards.    They  are  suspended 
by  triple  rods  or  chains  of  chromium-plated  or  bronzed  finish. 
For    interior   lighting,    spherical-shaped    enclosing  globes  oF 
opalescent     glass — frequently    known    as     "  balloons  " — are- 
popular,  but  it  is  not  generally  known  that  units  of  prismatic 
glassware  are  now  made  in  this   shape,   thus  enabling  the- 
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advantages  of  refracted  and  reflected  light  to  be  combined  in  a 
fitting  of  modern  design  (fig.  4).  Globes  surrounded  by  etched 
glass  discs  resembling  belts  of  Saturn  are  now  popular. 
An  e.xample  is  shown.  Totally-enclosing  units  of  prismatic 
glass  are  now  obtainable  in  the  form  either  of  pendants  or  of 
flush-to-ceiling  fittings,  as  well  as  laylights  and  wall  or  ceiling 
panels.  The  latest  varieties  of  the  prismatic  pendant  units 
have  smooth  exterior  surfaces  with  internal  prisms.  One 
e.xample  is  a  two-piece  unit  with  a  top  reflector-dome  giving 
an  extensive  light  distribution.  The  unit  is  formed  of  a  series 
of  horizontal  prisms  designed  to  refract  the  upwardly  emitted 
light  over  a  wide  area.  The  lower  member  is  made  in  two 
portions  comprising  a  bowl-shaped  bottom  section  carrying

internal  reflecting  prisms  and  an  upper  diffusing  section  of 
pleasing  contour  forming  a  ring  or  halo  around  the  centre  of 
the  complete  unit.  The  main  lighting  effect  is  obtained  from 
the  refracting  prism  portions,  while  the  halo  is  illuminated  to 
a  lesser  degree,  giving  an  effective  contrast. 

Tubular  and  Strip  Lamps 

Strip  lamps  for  window  and  showcase  lighting  are  produced 
in  great  variety.  One  type  is  made  to  clip  on  to  the  front  of  a 
shelf,  and  has  a  slotted  attachment  enabling  it  to  slide  out  of 
sight  some  distance  underneath  the  shelf.  Another  has  an  ex- 
tended tab  end  to  rest  between  shelf  brackets,  or  to  screw  on  to 
tapped  or  standard  bars  in  vertical  positions,  to  ceiling,  wall, 
or  window  base.  A  useful  type  of  strip  lamp  for  display  pur- 
poses has  a  stencilled  reflector  of  bronze  or  chromium  fitted  on 
one  side  of  the  lamp,  so  that  in  addition  to  illuminating  the 
displays  beneath  the  shelf,  it  also  provides  a  luminous  descrip- 
tion of  the  merchandise.  By  means  of  special  slides  between  the 
lamp  and  the  reflector,  the  stencilled  lettering  can  be  shown  in 
red,  green,  and  amber.  Strip  lamps  can  also  be  obtained  to-day 
with  one  side  silvered.  These  half-mirrored  varieties  have  the 
advantage  that  they  require  no  separate  reflectors.  Consider- 
able developments  have  been  brought  about  during  the  last  year 
or  so  in  what  have  come  to  be  known  as  "  architectural  " 
lamps.  These  are  a  form  of  tubular  lamp  which  has  evolved 
from  the  strip  lamp.  They  are  produced  in  a  range  of  standard 
lengths,  in  curved,  straight,  or  angular  form,  in  opalescent  or 
coloured  glass.  These,  having  side  instead  of  end  contacts, 
can  be  linked  end  to  end  to  form  continuous  lines  or  designs. 
Two  architectural  lamps  of  this  type  used  in  conjunction  with 
a  mirror  are  shown  in  fig  5.  These  tubular  lamps,  which  carry 
a  centrally  suspended  filament,  should  not  be  confused  with 
the  luminous  gas-filled  tubes  commonly  known  as  "  neon,"  in 


which  the  conductor  is  not  a  tungsten  filament  but  one  of  a 
series  of  rare  gases,  the  nature  of  which  determines  the  colour 
of  the  luminous  glow.     The  term   "  neon  "  is   not  strictly

correct  as  a  general  description  of  gas-filled  tubes,  but  only  of 
those  tubes  of  orange-red  colour  whicji  are  filled  with  neon  gas  ; 
other  gases  used  are  argon,  which,  mixed  with  other  gases  and 
elements,  gives  blue  and  green  ;  helium,  which  gives  a  pinkish- 
white  in  clear  glass  tube  or  gold  in  a  yellow  or  amber  tube  ; 
krypton,  which  gives  lilac  ;  and  xenon,  which  gives  a  bright 
blue.  In  addition  to  mixtures  of  various  gases  and  chemical 
elements,  with  or  without  mercury,  variations  in  hue  are  also 
produced  by  using  coloured  glass. 

Luminous  Soffits 

The  false-ceiling  method  of  lighting  has  now  become  almost 
universal,  and  an  advance  has  been  made  on  the  plywood  con- 
struction by  the  introduction  of  prismatic  glass  plates,  giving 
more  effective  control  of  the  downward  distribution  of  light 
and  producing  a  more  pleasant  finish  for  the  top  of  the  window 
by  providing  a  softly  luminous  soffit.  During  the  past  year 
some  important  developments  have  also  been  brought  about 
in  the  construction  and  design  of  the  enclosing  type  of  fittings 
in  prismatic  glass  for  recessing  into  window  ceilings  close  to 
the  plate-glass. 

More  attention  is  given  these  days  to  lobby  lighting  which, 
by  judicious  use  of  panels  or  decorative  pendants  can  often  be 
made  to  contribute  to  the  attractions  of  the  shop-front.  A 
form  of  fluorescent  lighting  has  been  used  to  remarkably  good

effect  to  form  a  complete  frame  for  a  window.  The  fluorescent 
effect  is  produced  by  a  series  of  gas-discharge  tubes  correctly 
balanced  for  colour  values  and  mounted  behind  a  glass  diffusing 
screen  (fig.  6).  The  primary  tubes  contain  a  mixture  of 
mercury  vapour,  neon,  and  other  gases,  which  are  illuminated 
by  a  high  voltage  discharge.  The  glass  walls  of  the  tubes 
are  impregnated  with  chemical  constituents  which,  when  acted 
on  by  a  normal  blue  light  emitted  by  the  gas  mixture,  become 
fluorescent  and  transform  the  visible  ultra-violet  rays,  which 
are  usually  lost,  into  visible  light.  The  total  emitted  light  is 
thereby  greatly  increased  in  efficiency  and  value,  and  the  wave 
length  approximates  to  that  of  true  daylight.  This  light  is, 
however,  deficient  in  red  rays,  and  a  rectifying  tube  of  neon 
(red)  is  added  to  complete  the  spectrum. 
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Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.    Prices  recorded  for  crude  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.    Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  essential 
and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values

.\  NUMBER  OF  .M.^RKEis  have  experienced  quite  a  good  demand, 
and  business  generally  has  been  on  a  very  fair  scale  this  week.  The 
tone,  particularly  in  natural  products,  is  fully  steady  with  many 
items  advancing.  In  the  PnAR-MACiiUTiCAL  Chemicals  markets  reduc- 
tions in  the  scales  of  prices  for  Amidopvrine  and  Phenazone  are 
recorded  this  week;  these  markets  iiad  been  unsteady  for  some 
time.  The  demand  for  Ephedrine  Salts  is  still  active,  and  sellers 
are  conserving  their  stocks  ;  values  show  a  further  advance,  and 
the  outlook  indicates  still  higher  values  with  the  possibility  of 
acute  shortage.    Rather  more  interest  has  been  shown  in  Santonin. 

Crude  Drugs 

Quite  a  good  business  is  reported  in  this  market,  and  some  pro- 
ducts have  been  in  active  demand,  and  in  these  instances  prices 
have  been  steadily  hardening  and  supplies  are  running  short.  A 
general  feature  of  this  market  which  should  be  noted  by  consumers 
IS  the  unusually  low  level  of  spot  stocks  of  most  products,  with 
similar  conditions  prevailing  at  the  sources.  Agar  is  steady  but 
quiet.  Curasao  Aloes  have  been  in  brisk  demand  ;  values  have 
again  advanced,  and  offers  from  the  source  are  limited  and  dea.rer. 
Antimony  is  dearer.  Bal^ms  are  firm  as  quoted.  Japanese 
Camphor  is  dearer  to  come  forward  ;  brisk  spot  business,  and 
stocks  now  sm^U.  Cascara  Sagrada  remains  quiet.  Norwegian 
CoD-LivER  Oil  is  dearer  for  shipment.  Spanish  /  Portuguese  Ergot 
tends  firmer,  but  the  forward  position  is  obscure  as  regards  sup- 
plies. Spot  quotations  for  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  continue  at  cheap 
prices.  New  crop  Hydrastis  is  cheaper.  Considerable  business 
in  Matto  Grosso  Ipecacuanha  ;  values  have  advanced,  and  practi- 
ca.lly  all  spot  stocks  cleared.  Dealers  report  a  good  demand  for 
Menthol  ;  values  moving  up  and  spot  supplies  running  low. 
Japanese  shippers'  prices  are  firmer.  Spanish  /  Italian  Mercury 
shows  no  further  change.  Good  trade  demand  for  Rhubarb  con- 
tinues with  sales  at  advancing  prices  and  holders  of  remaining  few 
ca.ses  now  reserved.  There  may  be  a  limited  supply  afloat,  but 
nothing  reported  shipped  from  the  source  recently,  and  no  offers. 

Essential  Oils 

A  fair  business  is  reported  'in  these  products,  with  most  interest 
centred  in  one  or  two  items.  There  has  been  a  rush  to  book  up 
the  very  moderate  spot  supplies  of  Anise  (Star)  at  quickly  advanc- 
ing prices  ;  no  shipment  offers.  Bergamoi  remains  dull.  Cajuput 
is  a,gain  dearer  for  shipment,  and  spot  values  have  been  advanced 
accordingly.  Good  business  in  Cassia  on  spot  and  first-class  oil  is 
now  dearer,  and  in  limited  supply.  Java  Citronella  seems  to  be 
a  strong  market  at  the  recent  advance,  due  possibly  to  market 
operations  rather  than  to  genuine  business.  There  is  no  sign 
of  a  break  in  Eucalyptus.  Ho  (Shiu)  continues  firm.  Sicilian 
ha.nd-preised  Lemon  has  remained  quiet,  and  on  that  account  is 
easier  ;  at  the  same  time  really  good  quality  oil  is  not  easy  to 
find  on  spot,  except  at  full  prices.  Some  spot  holders  of  French 
Guinea  Orange  appear  to  be  willing  to  discount  their  former 
values  to  m=-.ke  sales.  Palmarosa  is  easier  forward.  Business  in 
Japanese  Peppermint  has  been  in  brisk  dema.nd  on  spot  ;  values 
have  firmed  up  and  supplies  in  the  usual  hands  are  now  Hmited  ; 
shipment  is  also  dearer  with  more  interest  shown.  Good  prices  are 
being  quoted  for  new  crop  American  Peppermint.  Tonquin  Musk 
has  been  in  considerable  demand.

Commercial  Notes 


Mexican  candelilla  wax. — Shipments  to  the  United  States  during 
1936  totalled  1,803,503  lb.,  and  for  the  period  January-April  1937, 
1.095.358  lb.     1  '1 

Iran  henna  exports. — Shipments  for  the  year  ended  June  22,  1935. 
totalled  417,753  kilos  and  413,564  kilos  during  the  year  ended 
June  22,  1936.  The  annual  production  ranges  between  600,000  and 
900,000  kOos. 

Iraq  liquorice  root  e.xports. — During  the  quarter  ended 
March  31,  1937,  3,364,530  kilos  of  liquorice  root  valued  at  12,297 
Iraq  dinars  were  exported  from  Iraq  compared  with  23,555  kilos 
valued  at  Iraq  dinars  77  exported  during  the  corresponding  period 
of  1936. 

Australian  essential  oils  trade. — The  production  of  eucalyptus 
oil  in  Australia  has  gradually  expanded,  with  the  output  during  1936 
estimated  at  approximately  200,000  gallons.  The  production  of  san- 
dalwood oil  has  Increased  from  around  4,000  lb.  in  1920  to  approxi- 
mately 30,000  lb.  in  1936.  The  production  of  ti-tree  oil  estimated  was 
approximately  1,600  gallons  in  1936,  with  the  output  increasing  in  the 
face  of  growing  demand. 

Brazil  carnauba  wax  trade. — The  drought  in  many  sections  of 
the  north-east  producing  areas  during  1936  points  to  a  greater  supply 
of  carnauba  wax  this  year,  as  the  carnauba  palm  exudes  greater 
amounts  of  wax  after  a  protracted  dry  period.  At  present  there  are 
no  figures  or  estimates  covering  the  amounts  of  the  1936-37  crop  of 
wax,  but  from  reports  stocks  on  hand  were  higher  the  first  part  of 
June  as  compared  with  the  same  time  in  1936.  The  increase  in  stocks 
is  attributed  to  the  high  prices,  and  the  fact  tliat  the  poor  crops  in 
various  staple  agricultural  lines  have  stimulated  labourers  to  gather 
the  wax.  For  the  first  quarter  of  1937  exports  of  carnauba  wax 
totalled  3,064  metric  tons,  valued  at  32,685  contos,  as  compared 
with  3,156  metric  tons,  valued  at  36,170  contos,  for  the  same  quarter 
of  1936. 

Dutch  East  Indies  Cuprous  Iodide  exports. — Iodine  is  produced 
in  Java  as  cuprous  iodide  from  natural  salt  and  iodine-bearing  waters. 
It  enters  commerce  in  the  form  of  cuprous  iodide.    The  exports  of 
cuprous  iodide,  which  had  declined  to  a  relatively  low  point  in 
1935,  showed  an  increase  in  1936,  as  follows:  —

Jatanese  agar  exports. — Exports  from  Japan  during  1936  totalled 
2,948,600  kin  (i  kin  equals  1.32  pounds),  valued  at  5,574,452  yen. 
The  highest  volume  of  trade  prior  to  1936  occurred  in  1918,  when 
2,639,400  kin  were  exported.   Only  the  trade  with  Germany  declined. 


all  other  countries  showing  substantial  gains.  Notable  among  these 
wa.s  the  increase  in  exports  to  the  United  States  from  339,800  kin 
to  492,800  kin,  an  advance  of  45  per  cent. 

Brazilian  oiticica  oil. — One  of  the  chief  oils  produced  in  Brazil 
is  oiticica,  obtained  from  the  tree  licania  rigida,  found  growing 
primarily  in  the  north-eastern  states  of  Brazil,  including  Ceara, 
Rio  Grande  do  Norte,  Bahia,  Piauhy,  Maranhao,  Parahyba  and 
Northern  Pernambuco.  Although  there  are  no  statistics  available  on 
the  annual  output  of  oil,  owing  to  its  recent  development,  it  is  re- 
ported that  production  has  been  increasing.  Out  of  a  total  exporta- 
tion of  3,292,825  kilog.  in  1936,  the  United  States  received  1,922,538 
kilog.  Other  important  purchasers  were  Germany,  813,476  kilog., 
and  Belgium,  268,659  kilog.

A  Manifesto 

Sir, — We,  the  undersigned,  having  been  elected  to  serve  on 
the  Advisory  Council  of  the  National  Election  Committee, 
and  having  been  directed  by  that  body  to  state  publicly  our 
policy  through  the  medium  of  the  pharmaceutical  Press,  desire 
to  make  known  the  following: — • 

(1)  That  this  Council  exists  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  electorate  to  use  their  vote  to  the 
best  advantage. 

(2)  We  believe  that  many  members  who  do  not  use  their 
vote  refrain  from  doing  so  because  of  their  lack  of  knowledge 
of  the  merits  of  candidates  presenting  themselves  for  election 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council  ;  and  that  should 
recommendations  of  a  dependable  character  be  forthcoming 
more  members  of  the  electorate  would  be  encouraged  to  use 
their  vote. 

(3)  As  the  present  system  of  election  is  "  national,"  the 
recommendations  of  this  Council  will  be  the  result  of  consi- 
dered "  national  "  opinion,  as  the  opinion  of  all  branches  of 
the  Society  and  other  pharmaceutical  bodies  will  be  sought. 

(4)  Every  candidate  seeking  election  to  the  Society's  Council 
will  be  invited  to  meet  members  of  this  Advisory  Council,  to 
lay  before  them  such  information  regarding  his  qualifications 
to  serve  as  a  councillor  as  he  may  decide. 

(5)  Our  object  is  to  secure  election  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Council  of  those  candidates  who  have  the  neces.sary 
administrative  ability  to  serve  as  councillors,  and  who  have 
the  interests  of  the  electorate  as  a  whole  at  heart. 

(6)  In  making  their  final  decisions  and  recommendations,

(6)  The  information  supplied  by  the  candidate,  as  outlined 
above  (4).

Pharmacy  and  the  State 

Sir, — The  article  by  Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson,  "  Pharmacy  and  the 
State,"  is,  I  think,  the  best  individual  contribution  we  have 
had  on  the  betterment  of  pharmaceutical  conditions,  and  might 
well  be  used  as  a  foundation  for  discussion  at  the  winter 
meetings  of  pliarmaceutical  associations  throughout  the 
country.  In  the  diagram  it  would  have  been  well  to  include 
the  Scottish  Pharmaceutical  Federation  in  addition  to  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union.  The  question  of  subsidising 
rural  businesses  would,  I  am  afraid,  be  open  to  severe  criticism 
if  the  registration  fees  were  in  part  to  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
It  would  scarcely  be  fair  to  mulct  a  single-handed  chemist 
struggling  to  make  ends  meet  in  order  to  make  up  the  income 
of  a  rural  chemist  who  would  in  all  probability  be  living  under 
better  health  conditions  than,  say,  a  town  chemist ;  and  if, 
to  compensate  all,  chemists  had  their  incomes  made  up  to  a 
minimum,  the  multiple  concerns  might  well  object  to  part  of 
their  registration  fees  being  used  for  this  purpose.     A  better 


plan,  perhaps,  would  be  to  secure  statutory  powers  to  fix  a 
liberal  minimum  fee  for  all  professional  work,  and  this  fee 
would  be  binding  on  all.  Again,  any  step  to  prevent  the 
transfer  of  an  existing  business  would  entail  the  question  of 
compensation  to  the  seller.  These  are  points  which  have 
occurred  to  me,  and  no  doubt  others  may  be  found.  Never- 
theless, Mr.  Wilson  has  made  a  most  helpful  contribution 
along  well-thought-out  lines  and  one  for  which  we  are  indebted 
to  him.  In  any  new  regulations  I  would  suggest  that  it  be 
made  compulsory  for  every  member  to  record  his  or  her  vote 
at  Council  elections. — Yours  truly,

Valuation  of  Services 

Sir, — Mr.  S.  C.  Blore,  in  his  letter  on  "  Valuation  of 
Services  "  (C.  (S-  D.,  August  21,  p.  241),  puts  the  question, 
"  Can  employers  in  pharmacy  afford  to  pay  more?  and  if  not, 
why  not?  "  The  answer  to  the  first  part  of  this  question  is 
that  in  the  majority  of  cases  they  cannot  ;  the  returns  and 
gross  profits  are  so  small  that  the  employer  often  draws  little 
more  than  his  employee.  If  it  were  not  so,  now  the  number 
of  applicants  is  diminishing  in  comparison  to  the  number  of 
berths  open,  the  rates  of  pay  would  rise  because  of  the  com- 
petition for  their  services.  The  second  part  of  the  question 
is  "  Why  not?  "  The  business  of  a  retail  chemist  is  divided 
into  two  main  parts,  the  dispensing  department  and  the 
counter  sales.  For  most  of  us  dispensing  means  N.H.I,  work, 
and  the  fact  that  it  will  not  pay  an  assistant's  wage  by  itself 
has  been  discussed  too  often  to  need  repeating.  Counter  sales 
now  represent  small  money.  The  average  per  customer  seems 
to  work  out  at  about  6d.;  this  means  that  forty  customers  have 
to  be  served  to  take  £1,  out  of  which  I  estimate  there  would 
be  6s.  gross  profit.  When  we  think  of  the  time  taken  to  serve 
forty  persons,  and  of  the  routine  duties  behind  that  service, 
together  with  the  overhead  charges  which  have  to  come  out  of 
the  profit  first,  the  answer  to  why  salaries  do  not  range  higher 
is  self-evident. — Faithfully  yours,

Sir, — "  Justitia,"  in  his  letter  on  the  valuation  of  services 
(C.  &■  D.,  July  31,  p.  139),  states  as  one  of  his  reasons  for 
the  revaluation  of  the  economic  status  of  the  pharmacist  that 
as  in  medicine  and  dentistry,  so  in  pharmacy,  there  can  be 
no  covering  of  an  unqualified  person.  I  do  not  see  what  justifi- 
cation he  has  for  this  statement,  because  it  seems  to  me 
that  covering  the  unqualified  worker  is  fairly  general  in  phar- 
macy, and  until  we  can  delete  him  we  shall  not  achieve  recogni- 
tion as  professional  practitioners.  A  doctor  or  a  dental  surgeon 
cannot  employ  an  unqualified  assistant  to  treat  patients  or  to 
perform  operations,  even  under  supervision,  that  all-embracing 
word  with  which  pharmacy  is  cursed.  But  a  chemist  can  em- 
ploy as  many  unqualified  assistants  as  he  likes,  and  they  can 
do  the  same  work  as  he  does  (under  supervision),  even  down 
to  the  fourteen-year-old  girl  from  the  elementary  school,  who 
after  a  week  or  two  in  the  shop  proudly  calls  herself  a  chemist's 
assistant.  Pharmacies  are  opened  almost  every  week  by  people 
who  know  nothing  about  pharmacy,  merely  by  employing  a 
registered  pharmacist  as  superintendent.  It  is  true  that  this 
is  within  the  law  as  it  stands  at  present,  but  either  of  these 
instances  can  be  described  as  covering,  for  in  the  first  the  phar- 
macist covers  his  unqualified  employees,  and  in  the  second  his 
unqualified  employers. — Yours,  etc.,

The  Older  Training  and  the  Newer 

SiR_ — I  think  there  is  a  good  deal  of  truth  in  the  statement 
that  pharmacists  trained  on  simpler  syllabuses  comprising 
fewer  subjects  compare  very  favourably  with  those  educated 
under  later  regimes  (C .  &-  D..  August  21,  p.  218).  There  are 
many  men  qualified  through  the  old  Minor  examination  who 
are  carrying  on  successful  businesses  and  are  able  to  keep  them- 
selves well  abreast  of  modern  conditions.  They  are  quite 
competent  at  the  dispensing  counter  .because  their  earlier 
training  comprised  far  more  actual  pharmaceutical  practice 
than  is  available  in  most  shops  to-day,  and  they  are  better 
at  the  counter  because  thev  were  brought  up  in  an  age  before 
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the  introduction  of  clinics,  welfares  and  the  panel  scheme, 
when  customers  expected  the  chemist  to  be  a  source  of  infor- 
mation and  advice  to  a  much  greater  extent  than  they  do 
now.  On  the  other  hand,  the  need  for  a  knowledge  of  the 
more  advanced  scientific  subjects  now  included  in  the  syllabus 
has  not  reached  the  retail  pharmacy,  and  I  doubt  whether  it 
will  ever  do  so,  because  modem  products  in  the  shape  of 
vaccines,  serums  and  glandular  preparations  come  to  the 
retailer  ready  packed,  and  all  the  testing  and  analyses  required 
in  connexion  with  medicine  is  in  the  hands  of  doctors  and 
others  who  have  specialised  in  this  work.  Would  it  not  have 
been  better  to  have  kept  the  Chemist  and  Druggist  qualifica- 
tion for  those  in  retail  business,  with  a  syllabus  more  in  keep- 
ing with  their  work,  and  to  have  left  the  other  subjects  for 
those  who  required  the  higher  certificate  for  other  purposes.' 
I  think  Mr.  George  H.  Hannam  (p.  241)  must  have  been  un- 
fortunate with  his  branch  ;  the  one  of  which  I  was  a  member 
at  the  period  he  mentions  welcomed  and  encouraged  the 
attendance  of  the  younger  men  ;  not  only  so  but  some  were 
elected  to  the  committee.  I  think  this  should  be  the  policy 
of  all  branches. — Yours  truly,

Prescription  Pricing 

Sir,- — I  should  like  to  thank  "  X-rayser  "  for  his  comments 
(C.  &>  D..  August  14,  p.  174)  on  my  previous  letter.  While 
I  drew  a  comparison  between  the  fixed  prices  for  proprietaries 
and  the  possibility  of  fixed  prices  for  dispensing,  there  is  a 
point  at  which  the  comparison  falls  short.  There  is  no 
P.A.T.A.  for  dispensing.  It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  in 
any  attempt  to  secure  uniformity  of  action  it  seems  necessary 
to  have  some  penalty  in  order  to  bring  everybody  into  line. 
Some  little  while  ago  a  post  for  a  medical  officer  was  advertised 
by  a  local  authority  at  a  salary  below  the  standard  scale ; 
there  were  no  applications.  If  we  could  only  secure  this  com- 
bined action  among  pharmacists  we  should  be  in  a  far  better 
position,  but  the  Society  cannot  take  notice  of  monetary 
matters  so  far  as  trading  is  concerned,  and  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  cannot  dictate  to  its  members.  There  are 
two  things  which  retail  chemists  could  do  of  their  own  accord, 
if  they  would,  to  improve  the  status  of  pharmacy  ;  first,  the 
standardisation  of  dispensing  charges,  and  second,  provision 
of  regular  hours  of  service. — Faithfully  yours,

Dispensing  Notes 

A  Difficulty  with  Diastase 

Sir, — Could  you  please  let  me  know  how  diastase  can  be 
incorporated  in  a  powder  containing  bismuth  carb.,  sod.  bicarb, 
and  mag.  carb.  pond,  so  that  the  whole  is  readily  miscible 
with  cold  water.    The  diastase  usually  floats  on  top. 

[Mix  the  diastase  carefully  with  an  equal  quantity  of  sodii 
bicarb.,  then  with  double  that  quantity,  and  so  forth,  until  all 
is  incorporated.  Next  add  the  mag.  carb.  pond,  gradually, 
mix  well,  and  finally  the  bismuth  subnit.  In  this  way  no 
diastase  floats  on  the  top,  and  the  mixture  is  perfectly  miscible 
with  cold  water.]

There  seems  to  be  excessive  lime  water  to  make  a  satisfac- 
tory emulsion,  and  again,  the  acid  boric  does  not  help  matters.

[The  acid  boric  is  in  excess  of  the  solubility,  but  in  any 
case  the  lime  in  the  aq.  caicis  is  all  used  up  to  form  calcium 
borate,  so  that  no  emulsifying  soap  is  formed  and  the  formula 
as  it  stands  is  hopeless.  With  the  following  modification  we 
have  obtained  a  nice  stable  cream:  Weigh  up  5ij.  adeps  lanae 
anhyd.,  warm  in  an  evaporating  basin  with  Jiss.  of  ol.  olivae 
until  melted  and  mixed.  Mix  the  three  powders  in  a  dry 
mortar.  Rub  down  gradually  with  the  oil  mixture  and  add 
Jij.  aq.  caicis  gradually.]

K.  R.  (9/79). — Pasta  magnes.  sulph.. — The  following 
formula  for  magnesium  sulphate  paste  is  given  in  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas,"  Vol.  I: — ■ 

Magnesium  sulphate,  dried    ...        ...    24  oz. 

Glyceria  of  carbolic  acid  or  glycerin  ...    11  oz. 

The  glycerin  is  warmed  and  the  magnesium  sulphate  added 
a  little  at  a  time  with  constant  stirring.  Preserve  in  a  well- 
covered  jar. 

/.  B.  D.  {16/8). — -Glucose  for  insured  persons. — Where 
a  preparation  may  be  used  for  more  than  one  purpose  it  is 
somewhat  difficult  to  decide  whether  it  should  be  allowed  at 
the  cost  of  insurance  funds  or  not,  and  glucose  is  a  case  in 
point.  To  take  a  more  obvious  example :  Lysol  used  simply  as 
a  disinfectant  would  not  be  allowed,  but  if  the  directions  show 
it  is  to  be  employed  as  an  antiseptic  lotion  it  would  be  a  proper 
charge  on  the  chemists'  fund.  Lactose  is  not  allowed:  it  is 
considered  to  be  of  nutrient  and  not  of  medicinal  value,  and 
foods  are  not  provided  for  insured  persons  from  insurance 
funds.  Extract  of  malt  is  allowed  probably  because  it  is  con- 
sidered to  be  something  more  than  a  mere  nutrient.  Dextrose 
(medicinal  glucose)  may  be  employed  merely  as  a  nutrient  or 
as  a  medicament,  and  probably  the  question  put  to  the  prac- 
titioner by  the  pricing  office  sought  to  establish  whether  he 
intended  the  glucose  to  be  used  chiefly  for  its  nutritive  value 
or  chiefly  for  its  medicinal  value.  If  the  latter  then  they  would 
doubtless  allow  the  prescription,  whereas  they  might  hesitate  to 
do  so  if  he  declared  for  the  former  purpose.  The  pricing  office 
query  is  much  more  understandable  if  the  words  "  how  much 
of  "  are  replaced  by  "to  what  extent,"  and  the  bureau  prob- 
ably meant  to  intimate  that  they  were  prepared  to  pay  for 
"  the  preparation  if"  (not  "  that  portion  which  is  ")  used  as 
a  drug  only.

Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

On  Monday  evening  many  pharmacists  from  all  parts  of  the 
kingdom  will  meet  in  Manchester.  .  .  .  This  is  the  twenty- 
fourth  assembly,  the  first  having  been  held  in  Bath  in  1864. 
There  has  been  no  previous  meeting  of  the  conference  in 
Manchester,  and  so  far  as  can  be  judged  the  meeting  will  be 
a  successful  one.  The  arrangements  which  the  Local  Com- 
mittee have  made  for  the  employment  of  the  time  which  is 
not  to  be  devoted  to  the  cultivation  of  pharmaceutical  science 
are  of  an  inviting  character,  and  it  appears  certain  that  this 
part  of  the  Conference  will  give  every  satisfaction.  Mr. 
S.  R.  Atkins,  the  president  this  year,  is  well  known  as  one 
of  our  most  eloquent  pharmacists,  who  from  the  earliest  days 
of  the  Conference  has  identified  himself  with  the  leading  ques- 
tions of  pharmaceutical  policy,  and  we  may  anticipate  that 
his  address  will  have  reference  to  matters  directly  connected 
with  the  position  and  prospects  of  the  pharmaceutical  craft. 
Some  weeks  ago  the  special  committee  which  was  appointed  at 
Birmingham  to  compile  a  formulary  of  non-official  remedies 
completed  its  labours,  and,  we  believe,  drew  up  a  report.  No 
mention  has  been  made  of  this  in  the  programme,  but  in  the 
natural  course  it  falls  to  be  submitted  to  the  Conference  next 
week.
